This being the day and place designated by the Presiding Bishop, with the advice 
and consent of the Executive Council, pursuant to Article 1, Section 6 of the 
Constitution, for the Seventy-fourth Regular Meeting of the General Convention, 
the House of Bishops assembled in the Minneapolis Convention Center, 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, in the Diocese of Minnesota, on Wednesday, July 30, 
2003, with the Presiding Bishop in the Chair.

(v) Receive and evaluate requests for consideration of individuals or 
groups to be included in the Calendar of the Church year and make 
recommendations thereon to the General Convention for 
acceptance or rejection. 

(vi) Collect, collate and catalogue material bearing upon possible 
future revisions of The Hymnal 1982 and other musical 
publications regularly in use in this Church and encourage the 
composition of new musical materials. 

(vii) | Cause to be prepared and present to the General Convention 
recommendations concerning the musical settings of liturgical 
texts and rubrics, and norms as to liturgical music and the manner 
of its rendition. 

(viii) At the direction of General Convention, serve the Church in matters 
pertaining to policies and strategies concerning Church music.

A Pastoral Letter From the Bishops of the Episcopal Church 

To be read in every parish, mission, preaching station, and church-related institution which works 
with children and youth. 

Dear Brothers and Sisters in Christ, 


We your bishops are steadfastly committed to seeing that the Episcopal Church is a 
community of safety and health for all people. The Body of Christ, the Church, 
must be a place where adults, children, and young people find the love and blessing 
of God, and where no one is hurt. 


We are all aware of the reports in the media during the past year and more of 
incidents of sexual misconduct in churches. Many of these tragedies have involved 
children and young people. While the Roman Catholic Church has most often been 
mentioned in news reports and accusations, the rest of the Church and many 
secular agencies have also been caught up in trying to address the damage done to 
our children by sexual predators. The Episcopal Church is not immune to this 
scourge in our society and we must respond to it honestly and forthrightly. 

Our Church has repeatedly upheld our mandate to be a haven of safety for all. The 
Scriptures teach us that every human being is made in the image of God; and our 
Lord enjoins us to receive and serve the least among us as we would receive and 
serve him. The mandates of our baptismal covenant include seeking and serving 
Christ in all persons, loving our neighbors as ourselves, striving for justice and 
peace for all people, and respecting the dignity of every human being. 

Because of these mandates of love, respect, service, and justice, we have 
acknowledged our obligation to articulate clear standards about sexual harassment 
and misconduct, and to ensure that all our work and ministry is guided by them. 
We have been committed to sexual conduct training and abuse prevention for all 
our clergy and lay leaders. We have been clear that exploitation and abusiveness are 
always unacceptable in our common life. We have made efforts to become awate of 
the spiritual and emotional damage that is done by sexual misconduct, and to do 
our best to guarantee that none who come to us will suffer such harm. In spite of 
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our best efforts, it is sad when we discover that we have not done enough. 


While we were in conference together at Kanuga, North Carolina, in the spring 
many of us had the opportunity to learn more about pedophilia, a form of 
predatory sexual behavior that has caused untold harm in our society and in the 
Body of Christ. It is especially important that we as a church focus on 
understanding and preventing pedophilia. 

While we need to be aware that pedophilia is a reality in our society, which can be 
manifest in the church, we must be very clear about the nature of this tragic 
problem. Pedophilia is pervasive; one in eight males and one in four females will be — 
molested before they reach the age of eighteen. Of reported cases in the general 
population, sixty percent (60%) of abusers are known to their victims, thirty 
percent (30%) are family members or relatives, and ten percent (10%) are strangers. 
We must be aware that the Church is a community which offers predators the 
opportunity to become known and trusted by parents and their children. 


We also know that offenders are predominantly male and heterosexual. We must 
take great care not to equate pedophilia with homosexuality in out minds or our 
conversation, and we must never assume that only men molest children in this way. 


What we have learned most recently about the repetitive nature of pedophilia 
makes it imperative that we take very clear steps together to do the screening 
necessary to ensure that our children encounter God's love among us, and that we 
do all in our power to protect them from the distorted perceptions of love offered 
by predators. 

In a Mind of The House resolution passed at Kanuga in March of 2003, we 
committed ourselves to support the development of church-wide policies to 
safeguard our children; and until such time as these policies are adopted, to revisit 
and revise our diocesan policies to ensure that ministries provided to the children 
among us will be life-giving and free from abusiveness of any kind. 


Among the basic provisions we have committed to implement are: 


1. Thorough screening and selection of clergy, lay employees and volunteers who 
work with children and youth; 

2. Articulation of clear behavioral standards for interactions between clergy, lay 
employees, volunteers and children and youth; 

3. Careful, continuous monitoring of all programs and interactions involving children 
and youth; 


4. Provision for (of mandatory) education and training of clergy, lay employees and 
volunteers for work with children and youth; and 

5. Guidelines for responding to concerns about behavior or allegations of 
abuse. 

In addition we asked the Presiding Bishop to create a working group from among 

our members to partner with the Church Pension Group, the Church Insurance 

Corporation and other agencies and appropriate organizations to develop the 

materials necessary to provide the Church with consistent expectations and 

standards. 

We realize that in many of our congregations, persons who offer to take on 

ministries with children and youth are a blessing to an understaffed education or 
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formation program for children or youth. The overwhelming majority are 
trustworthy and caring persons whose ministry will bear great good fruit. 

But we must acknowledge that there are times when predators use the church as an 
Opportunity for sexual abuse of children and adolescents, who can suffer severe 
spiritual, emotional, and sometimes physical damage as a result. In response to such 
times we are called to acknowledge two truths: that human sin’and failure are very 
teal, and that God's grace, mercy and power are always strong enough to heal and 
transform our pain. 

[Our doors must always be open to anyone who comes to us. Without such 
inclusiveness our mission falls short of calling all people to know the reconciling 
love of God. We must be willing to receive all persons as gifts to us from God, and 
to encourage their ministries - even when it means taking on the enormously 
challenging task of incorporating those who have been involved in pedophilia. At 
the same time, we must be sure that the ministries of all our members are faithful 
and life-giving.] 

We have no intention to call our members to suspicion and mistrust. We do 
recognize the need to call our members beyond the naiveté of unquestioning 
confidence and into the care and discipline which must characterize out choices 
where children are concerned. Jesus called us to be as wise as serpents and as gentle 
as doves. In the case of pedophilia, our consistency in carefully screening, choosing 
and training a// who work with children and youth will serve to allay any concerns 
about favoritism or carelessness, while providing the ability to firmly guide those 
who might harm children into other areas of ministry which serve the Church and 
contribute to our mission. 


Some helpful materials will be available through your diocesan office by the first of 
November. We ask that as you make use of them you will remember the challenge 
out Lord provided to his followers, "unless you become as children you cannot 
enter the kingdom of God." We renew our commitment to ensure that our church 
is a community of love and care for every person. We ask that you join us in doing 
all in our power to see that all our members find among us a safe place where they 
can be open and trusting and able to know the reconciling love of God in Christ 
that makes all things new.

Almighty God, heavenly Father, you have blessed us with the Joy and care of children: Give us 
calm strength and patient wisdom as we bring them up, that we may teach them to love whatever is 
Just and true and good, following the example of our Savior Jesus Christ.

Report on Bishop-elect of New Hampshire 


Report to the House of Bishops 

The Rt. Rev. Gordon P. Scruton, Diocese of Western Massachusetts 

August 5, 2003 

A. Introduction 

On Monday, August 4, 2003, the Bishop, the President of the Standing Committee, 
and the Bishop-elect of the Diocese of New Hampshire asked the Presiding Bishop 
to investigate two matters concerning the Bishop-elect which had come to light 
Sunday evening. The Presiding Bishop asked me to conduct the investigation, the 
focus of which was to determine if either or both of the concerns raised constitute 
cause for further investigation and thus sufficient reason to postpone the process 
of seeking consents to the election of the Rev. Canon V. Gene Robinson. 

The Gospel of Jesus Christ and our Canons require us to hold each other 
accountable for our character and behavior. The Episcopal Church has clear 
policies in place to guide our response in such instances. These policies ensure that 
truth can be pursued and respect and care can be shown for all parties involved. 

B. First Concern 

Late Sunday evening, August 3, 2003, an adult member of a Vermont Episcopal 
congregation sent an E-mail to the Rt. Rev. Thomas C. Ely, Bishop of Vermont. 
The E-mail stated that “I am a straight man reporting homosexual harassment by a 
gay male priest from another Diocese.” Bishop Ely contacted the individual that 
evening and the following morning to inquire further about the concern being 
raised and to assure the individual that the Church takes such concerns seriously. 
The individual then indicated to Bishop Ely that he had sent the E-mail to many 
bishops. Bishop Ely then informed the Bishop of New Hampshire and the 
Presiding Bishop of the concern being raised. 

On Monday afternoon, I spoke by speaker phone with the individual in the 
presence of Bishop Ely, his Chancellor, Thomas Little, and the Rev. Hays Junkin, 
President of the Standing Committee of the Diocese of New Hampshire. 

I asked the individual to tell the story of his experience that caused him to raise his 
concerns. According to the individual, the events took place at a Province I 
convocation in November of 1999, at Mont Marie Conference Center in Holyoke, 
Massachusetts. There were two exchanges between the individual and Canon 
Robinson at the convocation. 

In the first, the individual was seated at the beginning of a plenary session. As 
Canon Robinson was passing by him, the individual asked Canon Robinson a 
question about the order of events or the schedule or convocation procedure, or 
something of that nature. Canon Robinson put his left hand on the individual's arm 
and his right hand on the individual's upper back as he listened to his questions and 
answered them. This incident was in public view and was brief. The individual said 
Canon Robinson answered his questions and spoke no inappropriate words. The 
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second incident occurred later in the convocation while the two were standing in 
proximity. During a light moment in the convocation, the individual turned to 
Canon Robinson to make a comment. In response, Canon Robinson touched the 
individual's forearm and back while responding with his own comment. 


The individual then described to me the feelings he had during these two 
exchanges. He said that in his opinion, Canon Robinson's placement of his hands 
seemed inappropriate to him, given that they did not know each other, and 
presumed a far greater familiarity or intimacy than was the case. The individual said 
these incidents made him feel uncomfortable. He said he has never said anything to 
anyone about this, but did mention it to his wife but not at the time. He 
acknowledged that other people could have seen the exchange as natural and 
normal. ! 

He said he had not thought that the House of Deputies was going to consent to 
Canon Robinsons' election; and when he leatned consent had been given, he found 
himself late Sunday night needing to tell someone of his experience. He observed 
that when he wrote the E-mail, he was feeling upset, in part because he expected 
his concern to be brushed under the tug. He thought the Church would close tanks 
and not listen to him. I asked him whether he wanted to bring a formal charge of 
harassment. He said very clearly, no. He regretted having used the word 
“harassment” in his E-mail. 


The Title IV disciplinary process for ptiests was then explained to the individual, 
and I asked him again if he wished to proceed to file a written complaint. Again, he 
indicated that he had no desire to pursue the matter any further. He said he was 
thankful the Church has taken this seriously and that he felt “listened to.” He also 
indicated that he was not seeking any personal attention or notoriety and regrets 
that it has been taken this way by some. 

Bishop Ely knows the individual and is maintaining ongoing pastoral contact with 
him and his family, both personally and through their parish priest. 

C. Second Concern 

The second focus of my investigation involved concerns about a pornographic web 
site. Two bishops brought the website to the attention of the parliamentarian of the 
House of Deputies who reviewed the material and contacted the Chancellor to the 
Presiding Bishop on Sunday evening. 

The concern expressed has been the involvement or lack of involvement of Canon 
Robinson with the website. The website in question could be reached through a 
link from the Concord, New Hampshire Chapter of an organization known as 
Outright. Canon Robinson has referred to his involvement with this organization in 
his resume, which is on the Diocese of New Hampshire website. He has also 
referred to his involvement with that organization in hearings during this 
Convention as an example of his work with youth. 

In my investigation, I have consulted with Canon Robinson and I have reviewed 
the website of Concord Outright. At the formal request of an American Anglican 
Council representative, who this morning provided the Presiding Bishop with a 
disk prepared on August 2, I have reviewed a downstream link site which showed 
gtaphic sexual materials. I have also had communications from Outright in

Portland, Maine, where the website is based, and from representatives of Outright 
in Concord and I have carefully reviewed them. 


What appears to be beyond dispute is that Canon Robinson helped to found 
Concord Outright in 1995. Investigation shows that the organization was founded 
to provide support and counseling for young people concerned about their 
sexuality. Canon Robinson's role in the Concord Chapter of Outright was primarily 
to provide training to insure that appropriate boundaries were observed for the 
protection of both young people and those working with them. 

Canon Robinson ended his involvement in Outright in 1998 and has not been 
associated with Outright since that time. The website was established in 2002. 
Canon Robinson was not aware that the organization has a website until this 
Convention. The response of Outright emphasized to me that Canon Robinson has 
had no part in the creation of the website. 

I see no evidence that Canon Robinson was awate of or associated with the website 
or its contents. 

D. Conclusion 

In both allegations, it is my conclusion that there is no necessity to pursue further 
investigation and no reason on these grounds to prevent the Bishops with 
jurisdiction from going forward with their voting about whether or not to consent 
to Canon Robinson's consecration. 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of New Hampshire concurs in these 
conclusions and continues to seek the required consents.

This body has divided itself from millions of Anglican 
Christians around the world, brothers and sistets who have pleaded with us to 
maintain the Church's traditional teaching on marriage and sexuality, 

With grief too deep for words, the bishops who stand before you must reject this 
action of the 74th General Convention of the Episcopal Church. As faithful 
Episcopalians and members of this house, we are calling upon the Primates of the 
Anglican Communion, under the presidency of the Archbishop of Canterbury, and 
in accordance with Lambeth Resolution IIL.6 (b), to intervene in the pastoral 
emergency that has overtaken us. Most Reverend sit, we must go to take counsel 
with our people and minister to them. 


May God have mercy on His Church.

Minority Report separately distributed in the House of Bishops 
regarding the Substitute Resolution Adopted by the House of 
Bishops , 


We, the undersigned, believe that the Substitute Resolution offered by the Prayer 
Book, Liturgy and Church MusicCommittee should not be passed for the following 
five reasons: 

1. On point number three, the resolution conflates two very different issues. 
While we acknowledge that differences do exist in how to faithfully and 
effectively provide pastoral care for people who believe themselves to be 
homosexual persons, we also affirm that those pastoral concerns, skills, and 
techniques are very different from developing rites for same-sex unions. We 
are also concerned that in this paragraph the phrase "...and what is, or should 
be, required, permitted, or prohibited by the doctrine, discipline and 
worship..." [of this church] is deeply troubling. We question why is this 
phrase "or should be" is included. Why can we not simply say, as our 
ordination vows require us to say, "what is required, permitted or 
prohibited..." 

2. On point number four, we happily acknowledge that relationships 
characterized by fidelity, monogamy, mutual affection and respect, careful 
and honest communication, and holy love which enables those in such 
relationships to see in each other the image of God. They are called "holy 
marriage" and they have been part of the life of the church for 2,000 years. 
But this resolution is not about marriage relationships between a man and a 
woman, it is about creating something new in the life of the church. 

3. On point five, we wish to state in the strongest possible terms that, far from 
being consonant with the Primate's Pastoral Letter, this is a denial of it. We 
quote from that letter, "The Archbishop of Canterbury spoke for us all when 
he said that it is through liturgy that we express what we believe, and that 
there is no theological consensus about same-sex unions. Therefore, we as a 
body cannot support the authorization of such rites." Thus, the Primate's 
letter, in the strongest language and with a clear intent, implored this church 
not to develop such rites. This resolution is a complete and arrogant 
tepudiation of the clear intention of the leaders of our church. 

4. On point five, we ask the question, "What does it mean 'to experience’ such 
liturgies?" A simple reading of this language flies in the face of the intention 
of the Primate's letter as it raises the question of how one can "experience" a 
liturgy without actually performing such a liturgy. Thus, this resolution has 
the effect of authorizing the performing of (quoting the resolution) 
"celebrating and blessing same-sex unions." 

5. On point six, we note the seemingly conciliatory and congenial dilution of 
the language of the previous resolutions. But this resolution has the same 
effect in the life of the church as those more forthright resolutions, 
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We note the language specifying "possible inclusion" and the change from 
theBook of Occasional Services to Enriching Our Worship. We note, however, that 
the reality that (a) once these rites are published by the Church Publishing 
Company they carry the implicit imprimatur of the Church. Thus (b) people 
both in and outside of the church can reasonably conclude that these rites of 
blessing are themselves blessed by the church itself. That is because (c) the 
subtleties which mark the distinctions between the Book of Common Prayer, the 
Book of Occasional Services, and Enriching Our Worship are lost on the vast 
majority of men and women in and outside the church. The reality is that no 
one outside a close coterie of canon lawyers and liturgical scholars will make 
a distinction between including these rites in Enriching Our Worship and the 

Book of Common Prayer. 

We note that the stated purpose of Enriching Our Worship (preface p. 13) is that it 
"contains texts intended to be explorations for the development of liturgical 
materials...[and] looking forward to the[ir] dissemination throughout the 
Church..." Publication by the Church for propagation by the Church for use 
in the Church of rites of same-sex blessings is the true intent of this 
resolution. 

We note that the preface of Enriching Our Worship goes on to say (p. 17) 
"Whatever we imagine the future of the Book of Common Prayer to be, the task 
of the months and years to come is to compose, use, evaluate and distribute a 
wide variety of emerging resources." The intention of this resolution 
becomes clear if we substitute in that sentence the phrase from the substitute 
resolution "celebrating and blessing same-sex unions." Thus, we could 
reasonably read the preface of the Exriching Our Worship to read as follows: 
"Whatever we imagine the future of the Book of Common Prayer to be, the task 
of the months and years to come is to compose, use, evaluate and distribute 
liturgies for the celebration and blessing of same-sex unions." 

Thus, while the proposed change from the Book of Occasional Services to Enriching Our 
Worship seems conciliatory and congenial, the actual difference is insignificant and 
the end result is the same as the previous resolutions.

A Pastoral Letter From the Bishops of the Episcopal Church 

To be read or cause to be distributed in every parish, mission, preaching 
station, and church-related institution which works with children and youth. 
Dear Brothers and Sisters in Christ, 


We your bishops are steadfastly committed to seeing that the Episcopal 
Church is a community of safety and health for all people. The Body of 
Christ, the Church, must be a place where adults, children, and young 
people find the love and blessing of God, and where no one might be hurt 
and where their hurts may be healed. 

We are all aware of the reports in the media, during the past year and more, 
of incidents of sexual misconduct in churches. Many of these tragedies have 
involved children and young people. While the Roman Catholic Church has 
most often been mentioned in news reports and accusations, the rest of the 
Church and many secular agencies have also been caught up in trying to 
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address the damage done to our children by sexual predators. The Episcopal 
Church is not immune to this scourge in our society and we must respond to 
it honestly and forthrightly. 


Our Church has repeatedly upheld our mandate to be a haven of safety for 
all. The Scriptures teach us that every human being is made in the image of 
God; and our Lord enjoins us to receive and serve the least among us as we 
would receive and serve him. The mandates of our baptismal covenant 
include seeking and serving Christ in all persons, loving our neighbors as 
ourselves, striving for justice and peace for all people, and respecting the 
dignity of every human being. 


Because of these mandates of love, respect, service, and justice, we have 
acknowledged our obligation to articulate clear standards about sexual 
harassment and misconduct and to ensure that all our work and ministry is 
guided by them. We have been committed to sexual conduct training and 
abuse prevention for all our clergy and lay leaders. We have been clear that 
exploitation and abusiveness are always unacceptable in our common life. 
We have made efforts to become aware of the spiritual and emotional 
damage that is done by sexual misconduct and to do our best to guarantee 
that none who come to us will suffer such harm. In spite of our best efforts, 
it is sad when we discover that we have not done enough. 


While we were in conference together at Kanuga, North Carolina, in the 
spring, many of us had the opportunity to learn more about pedophilia, a 
form of predatory sexual behavior that has caused untold harm in our society 
and in the Body of Christ. It is especially important that we as a church 
focus on understanding and preventing pedophilia. 

While we need to be aware that pedophilia is a reality in our society, which 
can be manifest in the church, we must be very clear about the nature of this 
tragic problem. Pedophilia is pervasive; one in eight males and one in four 
females will be molested before they reach the age of eighteen. Of reported 
cases in the general population, sixty percent (60%) of abusers are known to 
their victims, thirty percent (30%) are family members or relatives, and ten 
percent (10%) are strangers. We must be aware that the Church is a 
community which offers predators the opportunity to become known and 
trusted by parents and their children. 

We also know that offenders are predominantly male and heterosexual. We 
must take great care not to equate pedophilia with homosexuality in our 
minds or our conversation, and we must never assume that only men molest 
children in this way. 

What we have learned most recently about the repetitive nature of pedophilia 
makes it imperative that we take very clear steps together to do the 
screening necessary to ensure that our children encounter God's love among 
us and that we do all in our power to protect them from the distorted 
perceptions of love offered by predators. 


In a Mind of The House resolution passed at Kanuga in March of 2003, we 
committed ourselves to support the development of church-wide policies to 
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safeguard our children; and until such time as these policies are adopted, to 
revisit and revise our diocesan policies to ensure that ministries provided to 
the children among us will be life-giving and free from abusiveness of any 
kind. 

Among the basic provisions we have committed to implement, delineated in 
Resolution B008 on the "Protection of Children and Youth from Abuse" 
adopted at the 74th General Convention in 2003, are: 


1. Thorough screening and selection of clergy, lay employees and 
volunteers who work with children and youth; 

2. Articulation of clear behavioral standards for interactions between 
clergy, lay employees, volunteers and children and youth; 

3. Careful, continuous monitoring of all programs and interactions 


involving children and youth; 
4, Provision for education and training of clergy, lay employees and 
volunteers for work with children and youth; and 
5. Guidelines for responding to concerns about behavior or allegations of 
abuse. 
In addition, we asked the Presiding Bishop to create a working group from 
among our members to partner with the Church Pension Group, the Church 
Insurance Corporation and other agencies and appropriate organizations to 
develop the materials necessary to provide the Church with consistent 
expectations and standards. 
We realize that in many of our congregations, persons who offer to take on 
ministries with children and youth are a blessing to an understaffed 
education or formation program for children or youth. The overwhelming 
majority are trustworthy and cating persons whose ministry will bear great 
good fruit. 
But we must acknowledge that there are times when predators use the 
church as an opportunity for sexual abuse of children and adolescents who 
can suffer severe spiritual, emotional, and sometimes physical damage as a 
result. In response to such times, we are called to acknowledge two truths: 
that human sin and failure are very real, and that God's gtace, mercy, and 
power are always strong enough to heal and transform our pain. 


We have no intention to call our members to suspicion and mistrust. We do 
frecognize the need to call our members beyond the naiveté of unquestioning 
confidence and into the care and discipline which must characterize our 
choices where children are concerned. Jesus called us to be as wise as 
serpents and as gentle as doves. In the case of pedophilia, our consistency in 
carefully screening, choosing and training all who work with children and 
youth will serve to allay any concerns about favoritism or carelessness, 
Prohibiting those who have harmed children from ministries involving 
children, while providing the ability to firmly guide those who might harm 
children into other areas of ministry which serve the Church and contribute 
to our mission. 


Some helpful materials will be available through your diocesan office by the 
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first of November. We ask that, as you make use of them, you will remember 
the challenge our Lord provided to his followers, "unless you become as 
children you cannot enter the kingdom of God." We renew our commitment 
to ensure that our church is a community of love and care for every person. 
We ask that you join us in doing all in our power to see that all our members 
find among us a safe place where they can be open and trusting and able to 
know the reconciling love of God in Christ that makes all things new. 

A Collect for the Care of Children 

Almighty God, heavenly Father, you have blessed us with the joy and care of 
children: Give us calm strength and patient wisdom as we bring them up, that 
we may teach them to love whatever is just and true and good, following the 
example of our Savior Jesus Christ. Amen. (BCP 829)

After a $100,000 exemption 
from total income, a single asking shall be applied at a flat rate 
of 21% of the balance of income to the diocese, reported in the 
diocesan financial statements for the year two years prior to the 
year to which the pledge is applied [e.g.: 2004 Askings 
(apportioned share) are to be based on 2002 actual income 
figures]. "Income" includes (1) all congregational giving to the 
diocese, (2) all unrestricted investment and endowment income 
to the diocese, (3) restricted investment and endowment income 
to the diocese which covers costs in the operating budget, and 
(4) other earnings from investments or enterprises. It is 
intended that income shall include revenues that fund normal 
operating and program expenses of the dioceses. It is not 
intended to include pass-through income that is used for 
expenses for programming that are simply administered by the 
dioceses, or that would not be otherwise funded by 
contributions from parishes or out of investment income.

CANON 1: Of the Ministry of All Baptized Persons 

Sec.1. Each Diocese shall make provision for the affirmation and development of 
the ministry of all baptized persons, including: 


(a) Assistance in understanding that all baptized persons are called to 
minister in Christ's name, to identify their gifts with the help of the 
Church and to serve Christ's mission at all times and in all places.

Sec. 2. No person shall be denied access to or the exercise of any ministry, lay or 
ordained, in this Church because of race, color, ethnic origin, national origin, sex, 
marital status, sexual orientation, disabilities or age, except as otherwise provided by 
these Canons. No tight to licensing, ordination, or election is hereby established. 
CANON 2: Commissions on Ministry 

Sec. 1. In each Diocese there shall be a Commission on Ministry ("Commission") 
consisting of Priests, Deacons, if any, and Lay Persons. The Canons of each 
Diocese shall provide for the number of members, terms of office, and manner of 
selection to the Commission. 

Sec. 2. The Commission shall advise and assist the Bishop: 


(a) In the implementation of Title III of these Canons. 

(b) In the determination of present and future opportunities and needs 
for the ministry of all baptized persons. 

(c) In the design and oversight of the ongoing process for discernment, 


formation for ministry and assessment of readiness therefor. 


Sec. 3. The Commission may adopt rules for its work, subject to the approval of 
the Bishop; Provided that they are not inconsistent with the Constitution and 
Canons of this Church and of the Diocese. 

Sec. 4. The Commission may establish committees consisting of members and 
other persons to report to the Commission ot to act on its behalf. 

Sec. 5. The Bishop and Commission shall ensure that the members of the 
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Commission and its committees receive ongoing education and training for their 
work. 

CANON 3: Of Discernment 

Sec 1. The Bishop and Commission shall provide encouragement, training and 
necessary resources to assist each congregation in developing an ongoing process 
of community discernment appropriate to the cultural background, age and life 
experiences of all persons seeking direction in their call to ministry. 

Sec 2. The Bishop, in consultation with the Commission, may desigmate utilize 
college and university campus ministry centers and other communities of faith as 
additional discernment communities where discernment takes place. In cases where these 
discernment communities are located in another jurisdiction, the Bishop will consult with the bishop 
where the discernment community is located. 

Sec 3. The Bishop and Commission shall actively solicit from congregations, 
schools and other youth organizations, college and university campus ministry 
centers, seminaries, and other communities of faith, names of persons whose 
demonstrated qualities of Christian commitment and potential for leadership and vision 
mark them as desirable candidates for positions of leadership in the Church. 

Sec. 4. The Bishop, Commission, and the discernment community shall assist 
persons engaged in a process of ministry discernment to determine appropriate 
avenues for the expression and support of their ministries, either lay or ordained.

(1) When a Parish is without a Rector, the Wardens or other 
officers shall promptly notify the Ecclesiastical Authority 
in writing. If the Parish shall for thirty days fail to provide 
services of public worship, the Ecclesiastical Authority 
shall make provision for such worship. 

(2) No Parish may elect a Rector until the names of the

Race, color, ethnic origin, sex, 
national origin, marital status, sexual orientation, 
disabilities or age, except as otherwise specified by these 
Canons, shall not be a factor in the determination of the 
Ecclesiastical Authority as to whether such person is a 
duly qualified Priest. The recorded notice shall be 
sufficient evidence of the relationship between the Priest 
and the Parish.

Comparative justice: While there may be rights and wrongs on all sides of 
a conflict, to override the presumption against the use of force, the 
injustice suffered by one part must significantly outweigh that suffered 
by the other. 

Legitimate authority: Only duly constituted public authorities may use 
deadly force or wage wat. 

Right intention: Force may be used only in a truly just cause and solely 
for that purpose. 

Probability of success: Arms may not be used in a futile cause or in a 
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case where disproportionate measures are required to achieve success. 

Proportionality: The overall destruction expected from the use of force 
must be outweighed by the good to be achieved. 

Last resort: Force may be used only after all peaceful alternatives have 
been seriously tried and exhausted. - 

These criteria taken as a whole must be satisfied in order to override the 
strong presumption against the use of force. Second, the Just War tradition 
seeks also to curb the violence of war through restraint on armed combat 
between the contending parties by imposing the following moral standards 
for the conduct of armed conflict: 

Noncombatant immunity: Civilians may not be the objects of direct 
attack, and military personnel must take due care to avoid and 
minimize indirect harm to civilians. 

Proportionality: In the conduct of hostilities, efforts must be made to 
attain military objectives with no more force than is militarily 
necessary and to avoid disproportionate collateral damage to civilian 
life and property. 

Right intention: Even in the midst of conflict, the aim of political and 
military leaders must be peace with justice, so that acts of vengeance 
and indiscriminate violence, whether by individuals, military units or 
governments, are forbidden; and be it further 

Resolved, That when legitimate civilian authority determines that war is 
justified, members of The Episcopal Church recall our Lord's teaching to 
love our enemies, counsel that participation in or refusal to participate in any 
wat is a discernment process requiring deep reflection and prayer with 
humility, and acknowledge that one participates in war with great 
reluctance, always seeking God's mercy and forgiveness; and be it further 
Resolved, That the 74th General Convention, recalling the longstanding 
Episcopal Church view, originally adopted by the 1930 Lambeth Conference 
and by the 1931 General Convention, that "war as a method of settling 
international disputes is incompatible with the teaching and example of our 
Lord Jesus Christ," urge dioceses and congregations to study and better 
understand Just War theory and pacifism as they apply to the situation of the 
United States in responding to contemporary international conflicts.

Welcome by the President

asked deputies under the age of 35 to stand as he remarked on the increased 
involvement of young people in Convention. The President reminded the House 
that the Episcopal Church's membership extends beyond the continental United 
States to South America, Asia, Central America, Liberia, Europe and other 
countries. He stated that this diversity brings richness to the Church while making 
it an international church. The President asked the House to greet its brothers and 
sisters from around the world. 

The President stated that laptop computers may be used in the House and that 
electronic communication is not allowed from the House floor.

That this House set a Special Order of Business immediately following the 
time for the joint session on the Budget on the Eighth Legislative Day, 
Wednesday, August 6, 2003, for the purpose of electing two Presbyters or 
Deacons and two lay persons as Trustees of the General Theological 
Seminary. The Secretary shall prepare a ballot form listing by Order the 
names of all persons nominated. On each ballot, each Deputy shall vote for 
two Presbyter or Deacon nominees and two Lay nominees. Any ballot with 
votes less than or in excess thereof shall be void. The Presbyter or Deacon 
nominees and the Lay nominees receiving the largest number of votes shall 
be deemed elected, provided that votes equal to or in excess of a majority of 
the ballots cast on any ballot shall be required for election. Balloting shall 
continue until there shall be two Presbyter or Deacon Trustees and two Lay 
Trustees elected; 

In the event of a significant tie, another ballot shall be required for election. 
The House may, at the discretion of its presiding officer, proceed to other 
business during the balloting for such election.

Comparative justice: While there may be rights and wrongs on all sides of a 
conflict, to override the presumption against the use of force, the injustice 
suffered by one part must significantly outweigh that suffered by the other. 

Legitimate authority: Only duly constituted public authorities may use deadly 
force or wage wat. 
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Right intention: Force may be used only in a truly just cause and solely for that 
purpose. 

Probability of success: Arms may not be used in a futile cause or in a case where 
disproportionate measures are required to achieve success. 

Proportionality: The overall destruction expected from the use of force must be 
outweighed by the good to be achieved. : 

Last resort: Force may be used only after all peaceful alternatives have been 
seriously tried and exhausted. 

These criteria taken as a whole must be satisfied in order to override the strong 
presumption against the use of force. Second, the just war tradition seeks also to 
curb the violence of war through restraint on armed combat between the 
contending parties by imposing the following moral standards for the conduct of 
armed conflict: 

Noncombatant immunity: Civilians may not be the objects of direct attack, and 
military personnel must take due care to avoid and minimize indirect harm to 
civilians. 

Proportionality: In the conduct of hostilities, efforts must be made to attain 
military objectives with no more force than is militarily necessary and to 
avoid disproportionate collateral damage to civilian life and property. 

Right intention: Even in the midst of conflict, the aim of political and military 
leaders must be peace with justice, so that acts of vengeance and 
indiscriminate violence, whether by individuals, military units or 
governments, are forbidden; and be it further 

Resolved, That when legitimate civilian authority determines that war is justified, 
members of the Episcopal Church recall our Lord's teaching to love our enemies, 
counsel that participation in or refusal to participate in any war is a discernment 
process requiring deep reflection and prayer with humility, and acknowledge that 
one participates in war with great reluctance, always seeking God's mercy and 
forgiveness; and be it further 

Resolved, That the 74th General Convention urge dioceses and congregations to study and better 
understand just war theory and pacifism as they apply to the situation of the United States in 
responding to contemporary international conflicts.

Just cause: Force may be used only to correct a grave, public evil, i.e., aggression 
ot massive violation of the basic rights of whole populations. 

Comparative justice: While there may be rights and wrongs on all sides of a 
conflict, to override the presumption against the use of force, the injustice 
suffered by one part must significantly outweigh that suffered by the other. 

Legitimate authority: Only duly constituted public authorities may use deadly 
force or wage wat. 

Right intention: Force may be used only in a truly just cause and solely for that 
purpose. 

Probability of success: Arms may not be used in a futile cause or in a case where 
disproportionate measures are required to achieve success. 

Proportionality: The overall destruction expected from the use of force must be 
outweighed by the good to be achieved. 

Last resort: Force may be used only after all peaceful alternatives have been 
seriously tried and exhausted. 

These criteria taken as a whole must be satisfied in order to override the strong 
presumption against the use of force. Second, the just war tradition seeks also to 
curb the violence of war through restraint on armed combat between the 
contending parties by imposing the following moral standards for the conduct of 
armed conflict: 

Noncombatant immunity: Civilians may not be the objects of direct attack, and 
military personnel must take due care to avoid and minimize indirect harm to 
civilians. 

Proportionality: In the conduct of hostilities, efforts must be made to attain 
military objectives with no more force than is militarily necessary and to 
avoid disproportionate collateral damage to civilian life and property. 

Right intention: Even in the midst of conflict, the aim of political and military 
leaders must be peace with justice, so that acts of vengeance and 
indiscriminate violence, whether by individuals, military units or 
governments, are forbidden; and be it further 

Resolved, That when legitimate civilian authority determines that war is justified, 
members of the Episcopal Church recall our Lord's teaching to love our enemies, 
counsel that participation in or refusal to participate in any war is a discernment 
process requiring deep reflection and prayer with humility, and acknowledge that 
one participates in war with great reluctance, always seeking God's mercy and

The Presiding Bishop 
shall fix a date for the filing of an answer, brief in support thereof, and statement 
why the issuance of a Statement of Disassociation was a sufficient response to the 
acts alleged, within three months from the date of service, and may extend the time 
for answering for not more than.two additional months. Upon the filing of an 

answer, supporting brief, and statement, if any, or upon the expiration of the time 

fixed for an answer, if none be filed, the Presiding Bishop shall forthwith transmit 
copies of the Presentment, answer, briefs, and statements to each member of the 

House of Bishops. The written consent of one-third of the Bishops qualified to 
vote in the House of Bishops shall be required before the proceeding may 
continue. In case the Presiding Bishop does not receive the written consent of 
one-third of all the Bishops eligible to vote within sixty days of the date the 

notification by the Presiding Bishops was sent to them, the Presiding Bishop shall 

declare the Presentment dismissed and no further proceedings may be had thereon. 

If the Presiding Bishop receives the necessary written consents within sixty days as 

specified above, the Presiding Bishop shall forthwith forward the Presentment, 

answer, briefs, and statements to the Presiding Judge of The Court for the Trial of 
a Bishop for an Offense of Doctrine.

The Joint Standing Committee on Program, Budget and Finance presented its 
Report #1 on Resolution D086 (Budget for the Episcopal Church 2004-2006) and 
moved adoption.

Resolved, the House of Bishops concurring, That the 74th General Convention 
adopt the Budget for The Episcopal Church for the next triennium as set forth 
below: 


1.0 The Budget for the Episcopal Church for the period January 1, 2004 
through December 31, 2006, which shall be a unified budget including 
Canonical, Corporate, and Program (mission) portions, is adopted at a 


total of $146,395,000.00. 


| The Canonical portion, providing for the contingent expenses of 
the General Convention, the stipend of the Presiding Bishop and 
the expenses of that office, the expenses of the President of the 
House of Deputies, and Church Pension Fund assessments is 
adopted at a total of $28,115,000.00 as follows: 
For the year 2004 $ 8,474,000.00 
For the year 2005 $ 8,618,000.00 
For the year 2006 $ 11,023,000.00 
1.2 The Corporate portion, providing for the requirements for the 
administrative support of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary 
Society offices, is adopted at a total of $25,567,000.00 as follows: 
For the year 2004 $ 8,225,000.00 
For the year 2005 $ 8,577,000.00 
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For the year 2006 $ 8,765,000.00 
1.3. The Program (mission) portion, providing for support for the 
mission and ministry (restricted and unrestricted) of the Church, 
is adopted at a total of $92,713,000.00 as follows: 
For the year 2004 $ 30,510,000.00 
For the year 2005 $ 30,821,000.00 
For the year 2006 $ 31,382,000.00 


The funding policy for the period January 1, 2004 through December 31, 
2006 is adopted, based on a single Asking (apportioned share) of the 
dioceses. After a $100,000 exemption from total income, a single asking 
shall be applied at a flat rate of 21% of the balance of income to the 
diocese, reported in the diocesan financial statements for the year two 
years prior to the year to which the pledge is applied [e.g.: 2004 Askings 
(apportioned share) are to be based on 2002 actual income figures]. 
"Income" includes (1) all congregational giving to the diocese, (2) all 
unrestricted investment and endowment income to the diocese, (3) 
restricted investment and endowment income to the diocese which 
covets costs in the operating budget, and (4) other earnings from 
investments or enterprises. It is intended that income shall include 
revenues that fund normal operating and program expenses of the 
dioceses. It is not intended to include pass-through income that is used 
for expenses for programming that are simply administered by the 
dioceses, or that would not be otherwise funded by contributions from 
parishes or out of investment income. 


Zt We rejoice with dioceses that have moved toward, and those that 
give at and above, the 21% Asking. Such giving creates a strong 
financial basis for vital mission and witness of The Episcopal 
Church. We encourage all our dioceses to adopt the 21% Asking; 
then we could allocate an additional 4.7 million dollars each year 
toward fulfilling the mission priorities which we have embraced 
in this 74th General Convention. 

2.2 For the budgetary period income from diocesan commitments, 
totaling $90,487,000.00 is anticipated as follows: 

For the year 2004 $ 29,473,000.00 
For the year 2005 $ 30,062, 000.00 
For the year 2006 $ 30,952,000.00 

2.3. For the budgetary period 2004-2006, payment by the dioceses of 
the Askings shall be made in twelve equal monthly payments. 

2.4 All additional income, other than from the Askings of the 
dioceses, totaling $55,908,000.00, is projected as follows: 

For the year 2004 $ 18,554,000.00 
For the year 2005 $ 18,382,000.00 
For the year 2006 $ 18,972,000.00 

2.5 A General Ordination fee is hereby authorized, which fees shall 

be added to the funding from dioceses and applied to the 
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expenses of examination as appropriated in the budget. A 
candidate for Holy Orders eligible for examination and so 
certified by the diocesan bishop shall not be disqualified for 
examination because the fee has not been paid. 

2.6 General Convention registration and exhibitors fees are hereby 
authorized, which fees shall be added to the funding from 
dioceses and applied to the expenses of the 2006 General 
Convention, and for no other purpose. 


3.0 In the exercise of their respective authorities, the Executive Council of 
the General Convention and the Joint Standing Committee on Program, 
Budget and Finance shall be subject to the following policies: 


ol Each year, the Executive Council, with the advice of the Joint 
Standing Committee on Program, Budget and Finance, shall 
adjust the budget to the assured income of the Executive Council 
so as to carry out the Budget for The Episcopal Church for that 
year on a balanced budget basis. 

3.2 The fiscal year shall begin January 1. 

3.3 If in any year the total anticipated income for budget support is 
less than the amount required to support the budget approved by 
the General Convention, the Canonical portion of the Budget for 
The Episcopal Church shall have funding priority over any other 
budget areas. 

3.4 Net surpluses that are realized in any year of the triennium are to 
be allocated in the subsequent years of the triennium in the 
following rank order, as needed, to: 

Ministries With Young People 
Ethnic Congregational Development 
Congregational Development 

3.5 _Undesignated bequests and legacies received during the budgetary 
period shall be set aside in the general endowment fund of which 
only the income shall be used for the general purposes of the 
Society. 

3.6 Designated bequests and legacies received during the budgetary 
petiod shall be set aside in specific funds of which only the 
income shall be used for the purposes so designated. 

3.7 Each Committee, Commission, Agency and Board (CCAB) 
proposing to the General Convention any resolution with 
funding implications shall present to the Joint Standing 
Committee on Program, Budget and Finance a detailed budget in 
support of its plan(s), including cost estimates from contractors 
and suppliers for all goods and services, by no later than six 
months before the opening day of the General Convention

4. That we reaffirm Resolution D039 of the 73rd General Convention 
(2000), that "We expect such relationships will be characterized by 
fidelity, monogamy, mutual affection and respect, careful, honest 
communication, and the holy love which enables those in such 
relationships to see in each other the image of God," and that such 
relationships exist throughout the church. 

5. That we recognize that local faith communities are operating within 
the bounds of our common life as they explore and experience liturgies 
celebrating and blessing same-sex unions. 

6. That we commit ourselves, and call our church, in the spirit of 
Resolution A104 of the 70th General Convention (1991), to continued 
ptayet, study, and discernment on the pastoral care for gay and lesbian 
persons, to include the compilation and development by a special 
commission organized and appointed by the Presiding Bishop of 
resources to facilitate as wide a conversation of discernment as 
possible throughout the church. 

7. That our baptism into Jesus Christ is inseparable from our communion 
with one another, and we commit ourselves to that communion despite 
our diversity of opinion and, among dioceses, a diversity of pastoral 
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ptactice with the gay men and lesbians among us. 

8. That it is a matter of faith that our Lord longs for our unity as his 
disciples, and for us this entails living within the boundaries of the 
Constitution and Canons of The Episcopal Church. We believe this 
discipline expresses faithfulness to our polity and that it will facilitate 
the conversation we seek, not only in The Episcopal Church, but also 
in the wider Anglican Communion and beyond.

CANON 1: Of the Ministry of All Baptized Persons 

Sec.1. Each Diocese shall make provision for the affirmation and 
development of the ministry of all baptized persons, including: 


(a) Assistance in understanding that all baptized persons are 
called to minister in Christ's name, to identify their gifts with 
the help of the Church and to serve Christ's mission at all 
times and in all places. 

(b) Assistance in understanding that all baptized persons are 
called to sustain their ministries through commitment to life- 
long Christian formation. 


Sec. 2. No person shall be denied access to the discernment process for any 
ministry, lay or ordained, in this Church because of race, color, ethnic origin, 
national origin, sex, marital status, sexual orientation, disabilities, or age, 
except as otherwise provided by these Canons. No right to licensing, 
ordination, or election is hereby established. 
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CANON 2: Commissions on Ministry 

Sec. 1. In each Diocese there shall be a Commission on Ministry 
("Commission") consisting of Priests, Deacons, if ‘any, and Lay Persons. 
The Canons of each Diocese shall provide for the number of members, 
terms of office, and manner of selection to the Commission. 

Sec. 2. The Commission shall advise and assist the Bishop: 


(a) In the implementation of Title III of these Canons. 

(b) In the determination of present and future opportunities and 
needs for the ministry of all baptized persons. 

(c) In the design and oversight of the ongoing process for 
discernment, formation for ministry and assessmentof readiness 
therefor. 


Sec. 3. The Commission may adopt rules for its work, subject to the approval 
of the Bishop; Provided that they are not inconsistent with the Constitution 
and Canons of this Church and of the Diocese. 

Sec. 4 The Commission may establish committees consisting of members 
and other persons to report to the Commission or to act on its behalf. 

Sec. 5 The Bishop and Commission shall ensure that the members of the 
Commission and its committees receive ongoing education and training for 
their work. 


CANON 3: Of Discernment 

Sec 1. The Bishop and Commission shall provide encouragement, training 
and necessary resources to assist each congregation in developing an 
ongoing process of community discernment appropriate to the cultural 
background, age and life experiences of all persons seeking direction in their 
call to ministry. 

Sec 2. The Bishop, in consultation with the Commission, may utilize college 
and university campus ministry centers and other communities of faith as 
additional communities where discernment takes place. In cases where 
these discernment communities are located in another jurisdiction, the 
Bishop will consult with the bishop where the discernment community is 
located. 

Sec 3. The Bishop and Commission shall actively solicit from congregations, 
schools and other youth organizations, college and university campus 
ministry centers, seminaries, and other communities of faith, names of 
persons whose demonstrated qualities of Christian commitment and 
potential for leadership and vision mark them as desirable candidates for 
positions of leadership in the Church.

ary circumstances, subject to guidelines established by the 
Bishop, a communicant in good standing, may be licensed by 
the Ecclesiastical Authority to serve as Pastoral Leader, 
Worship Leader, Preacher, Eucharistic Minister, Eucharistic 
Visitor or Catechist. Requirements and guidelines for the 
selection, training, continuing education, and deployment of 
such persons and the duration of licenses shall be established 
by the Bishop in consultation with the Commission on 
Ministry. 

The Presiding Bishop or the Bishop Suffragan for the Armed 
Forces may authorize a member of the Armed Forces to 
exercise one or more of these ministries in the Armed Forces 
in accordance with the provisions of this Canon. 
Requirements and guidelines for the selection, training, 
continuing education, and deployment of such persons shall 
be established by the Bishop granting the license. 


The Member of the Clergy or other leader exercising oversight 
of the congregation or other community of faith may request 
the Ecclesiastical Authority with jurisdiction to license 
persons within that congregation or other community of faith 
to exercise such ministries. The license shall be issued for a 
period of time to be determined under Canon III.4.1(a) and 
may be renewed. The license may be revoked by the 
Ecclesiastical Authority upon request of or upon notice to the 
Member of the Clergy or other leader exercising oversight of 
the congregation or other community of faith. 

In renewing the license, the Ecclesiastical Authority shall 
consider the performance of the ministry by the person 
licensed, continuing education in the licensed area, and the 
endorsement of the Member of the Clergy or other leader 
exercising oversight of the congregation or other community 
of faith in which the person is serving. 

A person licensed in any Diocese under the provisions of this 
Canon may serve in another congregation or other community 
of faith in the same or another Diocese only at the invitation of 
the Member of the Clergy or other leader exercising oversight, 
and with the consent of the Ecclesiastical Authority in whose 
jurisdiction the service will occur. 


Sec. 3. A Pastoral Leader is a lay person authorized to exercise pastoral or 
administrative responsibility in a congregation under special circumstances, 
as defined by the Bishop. 

Sec. 4. A Worship Leader is a lay person who regularly leads public worship 
under the direction of the Member of the Clergy or other leader exercising 
oversight of the congregation or other community of faith. 
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Sec. 5. A Preacher is a lay person authorized to preach. Persons so 
authorized shall only preach in congregations under the direction of the 
Member of the Clergy or other leader exercising oversight of the 
congregation or other community of faith. 

Sec. 6. A Eucharistic Minister is a lay person authorized to administer the 
Consecrated Elements at a Celebration of Holy Eucharist. A Eucharistic 
Minister should normally act under the direction of a Deacon, if any, or 
otherwise, the Member of the Clergy or other leader exercising oversight of 
the congregation or other community of faith. 

Sec. 7. A Eucharistic Visitor is a lay person authorized to take the 
Consecrated Elements in a timely manner following a Celebration of Holy 
Eucharist to members of thé congregation who, by reason of illness or 
infirmity, were unable to be present at the Celebration. A Eucharistic Visitor 
shall should normally act under the direction of a Deacon, if any, or 
otherwise, the Member of the Clergy or other leader exercising oversight of 
the congregation or other community of faith. 

Sec. 8. A Catechist is a lay person authorized to prepare persons for Baptism, 
Confirmation, Reception, and the Reaffirmation of Baptismal Vows, and 
shall function under the direction of the Priest-in-Charge Member of the 
Clergy or other leader exercising oversight of the congregation or other 
community of faith. 


CANON 5: Of General Provisions Respecting Ordination 
Sec. 1. 


(a) The canonical authority assigned to the Bishop Diocesan by 
this Title may be exercised by a Bishop Coadjutor, when so 
empowered under Canon III.25, by a Bishop Suffragan when 
requested by the Bishop Diocesan, or by any other Bishop of 
the Anglican Communion canonically in charge of a Diocese, 
at the request of the ordinand's Bishop. 

(b) The Council of Advice of the Convocation of American 
Churches in Europe, and the board appointed by a Bishop 
having jurisdiction in an Area Mission in accordance with the 
provisions of Canon I.11.2(c), shall, for the purpose of this and 
other Canons of Title III have the same powers as the 
Standing Committee of a Diocese. 

(c) In case of a vacancy in the episcopate in a Diocese, the 
Ecclesiastical Authority may authorize and request the 
President of the House of Bishops of the Province to take 
order for an ordination.

CANON 6: Of the Ordination of Deacons 

Sec. 1. Selection 

The Bishop, in consultation with the Commission, shall establish 
procedures to identify and select persons with evident gifts and fitness for 
ordination to the Diaconate. 


(a) Nomination. A confirmed adult communicant in good 
standing may be Nominated for ordination to the diaconate 
by the person's congregation or other community of faith. The 
Nomination shall be in writing, and shall include 


(1) Full name and date of birth. 

(2) The length of time resident in the Diocese. 

(3) Evidence of Baptism and Confirmation. 

(4) Whether an application has been made previously 
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for Postulancy or the person has been Nominated in 
any diocese. 
(5) A description of the process of discernment by 
which the applicant has been identified for 
ordination to the Diaconate. 


(6) The level of education attained and, if any, the 
degrees earned and areas of specialization. 
(7) A letter of support by the applicant's discernment 


community, including a statement committing the 
discernment community to involve itself in the 
applicant's preparation for ordination to the 
Diaconate. If it be a congregation, the letter shall be 
signed by a two-thirds majority of the Vestry or 
comparable body, and the Member of the Clergy or 
leader exercising oversight. 
(8) An acceptance in writing by the nominated person. 
The nomination shall be submitted to the Bishop, who may 
admit the person as a Nominee for ordination to the 
Diaconate. 


(b) Admission to Postulancy. Postulancy is the time between 
nomination and candidacy and includes a process of 
exploration of and decision on the Postulant's call to the 
diaconate. 


(1) There shall be a thorough investigation of the 
Postulant which shall include: 


(i) a background check, and 

(ii) medical and complete psychological 
evaluation by professionals approved by the 
Bishop, using forms prepared for the 
purpose by The Church Pension Fund, and 
if desired or necessary, psychiatric referral. 

(iii) Reports of all investigations and 
examinations shall be kept on file by the 
Bishop. 


(2) The Bishop, or the Bishop's designee, may interview 
the Postulant. The Commission or a designated 
committee shall interview the Postulant, and the 
Commission or designated committee shall submit a 
recommendation to the Bishop. 

(3) The Bishop may then admit the Postulant as a 
Candidate, informing the Candidate and the Member 
of the Clergy or other leader of the Candidate's 
discernment community in writing.

Candidacy is a time, no less than one year in length, of 
formation in preparation for ordination to the Diaconate, 
established by a formal commitment by the Candidate, the 
Bishop, the Commission and the congregation or other 
community of faith. 

The Bishop may assign the Candidate to any congregation of 
the diocese or other community of faith after consultation with 
the Member of the Clergy or other leader exercising oversight.

The Bishop, in consultation with the Commission, shall 
determine the length of time and extent of formation needed 
to prepare each Candidate for ordination. 

Before ordination each Candidate shall be prepared in and 
demonstrate basic competence in five general areas: 


(1) Academic studies including, The Holy Scriptures, 
theology and the tradition of the Church. 


(2) Diakonia and the diaconate, 

(3) Human awareness and understanding, 
(4) Spiritual development and discipline, 
(5) Practical training and experience, 


The formation process shall include sexual misconduct 
prevention training, training regarding Title IV of these 
Canons, and anti-racism training. 

Formation shall reflect the local culture and each Candidate's 
background, age, occupation, and ministry. Prior education 
and learning from life experience may be considered as part of 
the formation required for ordination. 

Wherever possible, formation shall take place in community, 
including persons in preparation for the diaconate, or others 
preparing for ministry. 

Each Candidate shall communicate with the Bishop in person 
ot by letter, four times a year, in the Ember Weeks, reflecting 
on the Candidate's academic, diaconal, human, spiritual, and 
practical, and academic development. 

During Candidacy each Candidate's progress shall be 
evaluated from time to time, and there shall be a written 
report of the evaluation by those authorized by the 
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Commission to be in charge of the evaluation program. Upon 
certification by those in charge of the Candidate's program of 
preparation that the Candidate has successfully completed 
preparation and is ready for ordination, a final written 
assessment of readiness for ordination to the Diaconate shall 
be prepared as determined by the Bishop in consultation with 
the Commission. This report shall include‘a recommendation 
from the Commission regarding the readiness of the 
Candidate for ordination. Records shall be kept of all 
evaluations, and assessments and the recommendation and 
shall be made available to the Standing Committee. 
(h) If the medical examination, psychological examination, or 
background check have taken place more than 36 months 
prior to ordination, they must be updated. 


(i) Before ordination each Candidate must have reached the age 
of twenty-four, and made application for ordination. 
(j) Upon certification in writing by the Standing Committee that 


all canonical requirements have been met, and that there is no 
sufficient objection on medical, psychological, moral, 
doctrinal, or spiritual grounds and that they recommend 
ordination, the Bishop may ordain the Candidate a Deacon. 


CANON 7: Of the Life and Work of Deacons 

Sec. 1. Deacons serve directly under the authority of and are accountable to 
the Bishop. 

Sec. 2. Deacons canonically resident in each Diocese constitute a 
Community of Deacons, which shall meet from time to time. The Bishop 
may appoint one or more of such Deacons as Archdeacon(s) to assist the 
Bishop in the formation, deployment, supervision, and support of the 
Deacons or those in preparation to be Deacons, and in the implementation 
of this canon.. 

Sec. 3. The Bishop may establish a Council on Deacons ("Council") to 
oversee, study, and promote the diaconate. 

Sec. 4. The Bishop, after consultation with the Deacon and the Member of 
the Clergy or other leader exercising oversight, may assign a Deacon to one 
of more congregations, other communities of faith or non-parochial 
ministries. Deacons assigned to a congregation or other community of faith 
act under the authority of the Member of the Clergy or other leader 
exercising oversight in all matters concerning the congregation. 


(a) Deacons may have a letter of agreement, subject to the 
Bishop's approval, setting forth mutual responsibilities in the 
assignment. 

(b) Deacons shall report annually to the Bishop or the Bishop's 
designee on their life and work. 

(c) Deacons may serve as administrators of congregations or 


other communities of faith, but no Deacon shall be in charge 
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of a congregation or other community of faith. 
(d) Deacons may accept chaplaincies in any hospital, prison, or 
other institution. 


Sec. 5. The Bishop and Commission shall require and provide for the 
continuing education of Deacons and keep a record of such education. 

Sec. 6.(a) A Deacon may not serve as Deacon for more than two months in 
any diocese other than the diocese in which the Deacon is canonically 
resident unless the Bishop of the other diocese shall have granted a license 
to the Deacon to serve in that diocese. 


(b) (1) A Deacon desiring to become canonically resident within 
a Diocese shall request a testimonial from the Ecclesiast- 
ical Authority of the Diocese in which the Deacon is 
canonically resident to present to the receiving diocese, 
which testimonial, if granted, shall be given by the 
Ecclesiastical Authority to the applicant, and a duplicate 
thereof may be sent to the Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese to which transfer is proposed. The testimonial 
shall be in the following words:

(2) Such testimonial shall be called Letters Dimissory. If the 
Ecclesiastical Authority accepts the Letters Dimissory, 
the canonical residence of the Deacon so transferred 
shall date from the acceptance of the Letters Dimissory, 
of which prompt notice shall be given both to the 
applicant and to the Ecclesiastical Authority from which 


it came. 

(3) Letters Dimissory not presented within six months from 
the date of transmission to the applicant shall become 
void. 

(4) A statement of the record of payments to The Church 


Pension Fund by or on behalf of the Deacon concerned 
shall accompany Letters Dimissory. 


Sec. 7. A Deacon may rfetire from active service for reasons of age or 
infirmity with the consent of the Bishop at any time and shall retire for 
reasons of age or infirmity at the request of the Bishop mutually acceptable 
to the Deacon and the Bishop, or at any time for reasons of health. The 
Bishop may, with the consent of the Deacon, assign a retired Deacon to any 
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congregation, other community of faith or non-pafochial ministry, for a 
period not to exceed twelve months, and this period may be renewed.

Sec. 1. The Bishop, in consultation with the Commission, shall establish 
procedures to identify and select persons with evident gifts and fitness for 
ordination to the Priesthood. ; 

Sec 2. Of General Provisions concerning Postulancy and Candidacy 


(a) Postulancy is a time,.no less than six months in length, for the 
exploration of and decision on the Postulant's call to the 
Priesthood. 

(b) Candidacy is a time of formation in preparation for ordination 


to the Priesthood, established by a formal commitment by the 
Candidate, the Bishop, the Commission and the congregation 
or other community of faith. The period of Candidacy shall be 
no less than six months. 


(c) The combined period for Postulancy, Candidacy and 
Diaconate under this Canon shall be no less than 18 months. 
(d) The responsibilities for the formation and pteparation of

person or by letter, four times a year, in the Ember 
Weeks, reflecting on the individual's academic 
experience and personal and spiritual development.

(d) If the Bishop approves proceeding, the Commission, or a 
committee of the Commission, shall meet with the nominee to 
review the application and prepare an evaluation of the 
nominee's qualifications to pursue a course of pteparation for 
ordination to the Priesthood.

(e) The Bishop may admit the nominee as a Postulant for 
ordination to the Priesthood.

Such 
application shall include the following: 


(1) the Postulant's date of admission to Postulancy, and 

(2) a letter of support by the Postulant's congregation or 
other community of faith. If it be a congregation, the 
letter shall be signed by at least two-thirds of the 
Vestry and the Member of the Clergy or other leader 
exercising oversight. 


Upon compliance with these requirements, and receipt of a 
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statement from the Commission attesting to the continuing 
formation of the Postulant, the Bishop may admit the 
applicant as a Candidate for ordination to the Priesthood. The 
Bishop shall record the Candidate's name and date of 
admission in a Register kept for that purpose. The Bishop

(d) For reasons satisfactory to the Bishop, the Candidate may be 
transferred to another Diocese upon request, provided that the 
Bishop of the receiving Diocese is willing to accept the 
Candidate. 

(e) Any Candidate may be removed as a Candidate at the sole 
discretion of the Bishop. The Bishop shall give written notice 
of the removal to the Member of the Clergy or other leader 
exercising oversight of the Candidate's congregation or other 
community of faith, the Commission, the Standing 
Committee, and the Dean of the seminary the Candidate may 
be attending or the director of the program of pteparation. 

(f) If a Bishop has removed the Candidate's name from the list of 
Candidates, except by transfer, or the Candidate's application 
for ordination has been rejected, no other Bishop may ordain 
the person without readmission to Candidacy for a period of at 
least twelve months. 


Sec. 6. Ordination to the Diaconate 


(a) A Candidate must first be ordained Deacon before being 
ordained Priest. 

(b) To be ordained Deacon under this canon, a person must be at 
least twenty-one years of age. 

(c) No one shall be ordained Deacon under this canon within six 


months of admission as a Candidate nor within one year of 
admission as Postulant 
(d) The Bishop shall obtain in writing: 


(1) an application from the Candidate requesting 
ordination as a Deacon under this canon, including 
the Candidate's dates of admission to Postulancy 
and Candidacy;

(2) certificates from the Bishop who admitted the 
Candidate to Postulancy and Candidacy, giving the 
dates of admission, and 

(3) a certificate from the Commission giving a 
recommendation regarding ordination to _ the 
Diaconate under this canon. 


On the receipt of such certificates, the Standing Committee, a 
majority of all the members consenting, shall certify that the 
canonical requirements for ordination to the Diaconate under 
this canon have been met and there is no sufficient objection 
on medical, psychological, moral, doctrinal, or spiritual 
grounds and that they recommend ordination, by a 
testimonial addressed to the Bishop in the form specified 
below and signed by the consenting members of the Standing 
Committee.

Sec. 67. Ordination to the Priesthood 


(a) A person may be ordained Priest 
(1) after at least six months as a Deacon under this

(2) upon attainment of at least twenty-four years of age. 
(3) If the medical examination, psychological 


examination, and background check have taken 
place or been updated within 36 months prior to 
ordination as a Priest. 


(b) The Bishop shall obtain in writing and provide to the 
Standing Committee: 


(1) an application from the Deacon requesting 
ordination as a Priest, including the Deacon's dates 
of admission to Postulancy and Candidacy, 

(2) a letter of support from the Deacon's congregation 
or other community of faith, signed by at least two- 
thirds of the Vestry and the Member of the Clergy or 
other leader exercising oversight, 


(3) evidence of admission to Postulancy and Candidacy, 
including dates of admission, and ordination to the 
Diaconate, 

(4) a certificate from the seminary or other program of 


preparation, showing the Deacon's scholastic record 
in the subjects required by the Canons, and giving 
an evaluation with recommendation as to the 
Deacon's other personal qualifications for ordination 
together with a recommendation regarding 
ordination to the Priesthood, and 

(5) a statement from the Commission attesting to the 
successful completion of the program of formation 
designed during Postulancy under Canon III.8.4, 
and recommending the Deacon for ordination to the 
Priesthood. 


(c) On the receipt of such certificates, the Standing Committee, a 
majority of all the members consenting, shall certify that the

of the Bishop, the declaration required in Article VIII of the 
Constitution. 

No Deacon shall be ordained to the Priesthood until having 
been appointed to serve in a Parochial Cure within the 
jurisdiction of this Church, or as a Missionary under the 
Ecclesiastical Authority of a Diocese, or as an officer of a 
Missionary Society recognized by the General Convention, or 
as a Chaplain of the Armed Services of the United States, or as 
a Chaplain in a recognized hospital or other welfare 
institution, or as a Chaplain or instructor in a school, college, 
or other seminary, or with other opportunity for the exercise of 
the office of Priest within the Church judged appropriate by 
the Bishop. 

A person ordained to the Diaconate under Canon III.6 who is 
subsequently called to the Priesthood shall fulfill the 
Postulancy and Candidacy requirements set forth in this 
canon. Upon completion of these requirements, the Deacon 
may be ordained to the Priesthood. 


CANON 9: Of the Life and Work of Priests 

Sec. 1. The Bishop and Commission shall require and provide for the 
continuing education of Priests and keep a record of such education. 

Of Mentoring for Newly Ordained Priests 

Sec. 2. Each newly ordained priest, whether employed or not, shall be 
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assigned a mentor priest by the Bishop in consultation with the Commission 
on Ministry. The mentor and new priest shall meet regularly for at least a 
year to provide guidance, information and a sustained dialogue about 
ptiestly ministry. 

Of the Appointment of Priests 

Sec. 3. (a) Rectors. 


(1) When a Parish is without a Rector, the Wardens or 
other officers shall promptly notify the Ecclesiastical 
Authority in writing. If the Parish shall for thirty 
days fail to provide services of public worship, the 
Ecclesiastical Authority shall make provision for 
such worship. 

(2) No Parish may elect a Rector until the names of the 
proposed nominees have been forwarded to the 
Ecclesiastical Authority and a time, not exceeding 
sixty days, given to the Ecclesiastical Authority to 
communicate with the Vestry, nor until any such 
communication, has been considered by the Vestry 
at a meeting duly called and held for that purpose. 

(3) Written notice of the election of a Rector, signed by 
the Wardens, shall be forwarded to the Ecclesiastical 
Authority. If the Ecclesiastical Authority is satisfied 
that the person so elected is a duly qualified Priest 
and that such Priest has accepted the office to which 
elected, the notice shall be sent to the Secretary of 
the Convention, who shall record it. Race, color, 
ethnic origin, sex, national origin, marital status, 
sexual orientation, disabilities or age, except as 
otherwise specified by these Canons, shall not be a 
factor in the determination of the Ecclesiastical 
Authority as to whether such person is a duly 
qualified Priest. The recorded notice shall be 
sufficient evidence of the relationship between the 
Priest and the Parish. 

(4) Rectots may have a letter of agreement with the 
Parish setting forth mutual responsibilities, subject 
to the Bishop's approval. 


(b) Priests-in-Charge. After consultation with the Vestry, the 
Bishop may appoint a Priest to serve as Priest-in-Charge of 
any congregation in which there is no Rector. In such 
congregations, the Priest-in-Charge shall exercise the duties 
of Rector outlined in Canon III.9.4 subject to the authority of 
the Bishop. 

(c) Assistants. A Priest serving as an assistant in a Parish, by 
whatever title designated, shall be selected by the Rector, and 
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(d)

when required by the Canons of the Diocese, subject to the 
approval of the Vestry, and shall serve under the authority and 
direction of the Rector. Before the selection of an assistant the 
name of the Priest proposed for selection shall be made 
known to the Bishop and a time, not exceeding sixty days, 
given for the Bishop to communicate with the Rector and 
Vestry on the proposed selection. Any assistant shall serve at 
the pleasure of the Rector and may not serve beyond the 
period of service of the Rector, except that pending the call of 
a new Rector, an assistant may continue in the service of the 
Parish if requested to do so by the Vestry under such 
conditions as the Bishop and Vestry shall determine. An 
assistant may continue to serve at the request of a new Rector. 
Assistants may have a letter of agreement with the Rector and 
the Vestry setting forth mutual responsibilities subject to the 
Bishop's approval. 

Chaplains. 


(1) A Priest may be given ecclesiastical endorsement for 
service as a Chaplain in the Armed Services of the 
United States of America or as a Chaplain for the 
Veterans' Administration, or in any Federal 
Correctional Institution, by the Office of the Bishop 
Suffragan for the Armed Forces, subject to the 
approval of the Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese in which the Priest is canonically resident. 

(2) Any Priest serving on active duty with the Armed 
Services shall retain the Priest's canonical residence 
and shall be subject to the ecclesiastical supervision 
of the Bishop of the Diocese of which the Priest is 
canonically resident, even though the Priest's work 
as a Chaplain shall be subject to the general 
supervision of the Office of the Bishop Suffragan for 
the Armed Forces, or such other Bishop as the 
Presiding Bishop may designate. 

(3) Any Priest serving on a military installation or at a 
Veterans' Administration facility or Federal 
Correctional Institution shall not be subject to 
Canons III.9.3.(e)(1) or III.9.4(a). When serving 
other than on a military installation or at a Veterans' 
Administration facility, or Federal Correctional 
Institution, a Chaplain shall be subject to these 
Sections. 


Non-ecclesiastical or Non-parochial Employment of Priests 


(1) Any Priest who has left a position in this Church 
without having received a call to a new ecclesiastical 
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position and who desires to continue the exercise of 
the office of Priest shall notify the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese in which the Priest is 
canonically resident and shall advise the Bishop that 
reasonable opportunities for the exercise of the 
office of Priest exist and that use will be made of 
such opportunities. After having determined that the 
person will have and use opportunities for the 
exercise of the office of Priest, the Bishop, with the 
advice and consent of the Standing Committee, may 
approve the Priest's continued exercise of the office 
on condition that the Priest report annually in 
writing, in a manner prescribed by the Bishop, as 
provided in Canon I.6.2. 

(2) A Priest who would be permitted under Canon III.18 
to renounce the exercise of ordained office, who 
desires to enter into other than _ ecclesiastical 
employment, may declare in writing to the 
Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese in which the 
Priest is canonically resident a desire to be released 
from the obligations of the office and a desire to be 
released from the exercise of the office of Priest. 
Upon receipt of such declaration, the Ecclesiastical 
Authority shall proceed in the same manner as if the 
declaration was one of renunciation of the ordained 
Priesthood under Canon III.18. 


G) (i). A Priest not in parochial employment 
moving to another jurisdiction shall report 
to the Bishop of that jurisdiction within 
sixty days of such move. 

(ii). The Priest: 


(a) May officiate or preach in that 
jurisdiction only under the terms of 
Canon IIT.9.5(a). 

(b) Shall provide notice of such move, in 
writing and within sixty days, to the 
Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese in which the Priest is 
canonically resident.

A Priest shall not be in charge of any congregation in the 
Diocese to which the person moves until obtaining from the 
Ecclesiastical Authority of that Diocese a certificate in the 
following words:

The Rector shall have full authority and responsibility 
for the conduct of the worship and the spiritual 
jurisdiction of the Parish, subject to the Rubrics of the 
Book of Common Prayer, the Constitution and Canons 
of this Church, and the pastoral direction of the Bishop. 
For the purposes of the office and for the full and free 
discharge of all functions and duties pertaining thereto, 
the Rector shall at all times be entitled to the use and 
control of the Church and Parish buildings together 
with all appurtenances and furniture, and to access all 
records and registers maintained by or on behalf of the 
congregation. 


It shall be the duty of the Priest to ensure all persons in 
their charge receive Instruction in the Holy Scriptures;

It shall be the duty of Priests to ensure that all persons 
in their charge are instructed concerning Christian 
stewardship, including:

It shall be the duty of Priests to ensure that persons be 
prepared for Baptism. Before baptizing infants or 
children, Priests shall ensure that sponsors be prepared 
by instructing both the parents and the Godparents 
concerning the significance of Holy Baptism, the 
responsibilities of parents and Godparents for the 
Christian training of the baptized child, and how these 
obligations may properly be discharged. 

It shall be the duty of Priests to encourage and ensure 
the preparation of persons for Confirmation, Reception, 
and the Reaffirmation of Baptismal Vows, and to be 
ready to present them to the Bishop with a list of their 
names. 

On notice being received of the Bishop's intention to 
visit any congregation, the Rector shall announce the 
fact to the congregation. At every visitation it shall be 
the duty of the Rector and the Wardens, Vestry or other 
officers, to exhibit to the Bishop the Parish Register 
and to give information as to the state of the 
congregation, spiritual and temporal, in such categories 
as the Bishop shall have previously requested in 
writing. 

The Alms and Contributions, not otherwise specifically 
designated, at the Administration of the Holy 
Communion on one Sunday in each calendar month, 
and other offerings for the poor, shall be deposited with 
the Rector or with such Church officer as the Rector 
shall appoint to be applied to such pious and charitable 
uses as the Rector shall determine. When a Parish is 
without a Rector or Priest-in-Charge, the Vestry shall 
designate a member of the Parish to fulfill this 
function. 

Whenever the House of Bishops shall publish a 
Pastoral Letter, it shall be the duty of the Rector to read 
it to the congregation on some occasion of public 
worship on a Lord's Day, or to cause copies of the same 
to be distributed to the members of the congregation, 
not later than thirty days after receipt.

Whenever the House of Bishops shall adopt a Position 
Paper, it may and require communication of the 
content of the Paper to the membership of the Church, 
the Rector shall so communicate the Paper in the 
manner set forth in the preceding section of this Canon. 


It shall be the duty of the Rector to record in the Parish 
Register all Baptisms, Confirmations (including the 
canonical equivalents in Canon I.17.1(d)), Marriages 
and Burials. 

The registry of each Baptism shall be signed by the 
officiating Member of the Clergy. 

The Rector shall record in the Parish Register all 
persons who have received Holy Baptism, all 
communicants, all persons who have _ received 
Confirmation (including the canonical equivalents in 
Canon I.17.1(d)), all persons who have died, and all 
persons who have been received or removed by letter of 
transfer. The Rector shall also designate in the Parish 
Register the names of (1) those persons whose domicile 
is unknown, (2) those persons whose domicile is known 
but are inactive, and (3) those families and persons who 
are active within the congregation. The Parish Register 
shall remain with the congregation at all times. 


No Priest shall preach, minister the Sacraments, or hold any 
public service, within the limits of any Diocese other than the 
Diocese in which the Priest is canonically resident for more 
than two months without a license from the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese in which the Priest desires to so 
officiate. No Priest shall be denied such a license on account 
of the Priest's race, color, ethnic origin, sex, national origin, 
marital status, sexual orientation, disabilities or age, except as 
otherwise provided in these Canons. Upon expiration or 
withdrawal of a license, a priest shall cease immediately to 
officiate. 

No Priest shall preach, read prayers in public worship, or 
perform any similar function, in a congregation without the 
consent of the Rector or Priest-in-Charge of that 
congregation, except as follows:

Church from officiating, with the consent of the

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Sec. 7. Upon attaining the age of seventy-two years, a Priest occupying any 
position in this Church shall resign that position and retire from active 
service, and the resignation shall be accepted. Thereafter, the Priest may 
accept any position in this Church, including, with permission of the 
ecclesiastical authority, the position or positions from which resignation 
pursuant to this Section has occurred; Provided,

Theological Calling 
As Submitted by 
The Committee on Theology of the House of Bishops 


1. God's Plan of Salvation 
God has lovingly created the world and all this therein. Human beings are 
graciously created in the divine image, but we fail to live into the fullness of 
this gift and calling, In his life, death, and resurrection, Jesus Christ has 
restored us to unity with God and each other. Empowered by the Holy 
Spirit, we are called to grow into, revel in‘and herald God's grace for all 
creation. 

2. The Great Tradition 
We believe that the Old and New Testaments are the revealed Word of God 
and contain all things necessary to salvation. We further believe that the 
Apostles' and Nicene Creeds are sufficient statements of the Christian faith. 
The Creeds and the Councils of the Church represent the Rule of Faith by 
which we interpret and live into the saving story of Scripture. These shape 
the inherited faith of the church universal in which we stand. 

3. Baptism and Theology 
In baptism all Christians are incorporated into a disciplined life of faith found 
in worship and witness. Those who pray are theologians and theologians are 
those who pray. Theology is both derived from and informs our common life 
in prayer. As we pray so we believe, and as we believe so we pray. 

4. The Teaching Charism 
As teachers, theologians aid the Church in its disciplined life of worship and 
witness through critical reflection and practice. This endeavor takes place in 
communion with those who have gone before and in conversation with 
those who are our contemporaries. 

5. Theology in Community 
The task of theology is incarnate in our common life of word and sacrament 
that sends us into the world to participate in the mission of the Church: to 
restore all people to unity with God and each other in Christ (BCP p.855).

Pastoral Letter to The Episcopal Church 
The Fifth Sunday in Lent Sunday, April 1, 2001 


The Bishops of the Episcopal Church meet twice each year for prayer, consultation, mutual 
support, and learning, for the good of the church and the world we are called to serve. We gathered 
Jor our spring retreat this year from March 9-14 in the ancient mountains of the Appalachian 
chain in Western North Carolina. Our meeting immediately Jollowed the meeting of the Primates, 

the leaders of the 38 member churches of our Anglican Communion, presided over by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. We were blessed by the presence of the Archbishop of Canterbury for 
tvo days, and by the participation of the Primates of Central Africa and Papua New Guinea. 

These brother Christians were a reminder of our participation in a 70-million-member worldwide 
Anghian family. 

During these days we have been united through prayer to you, God's beloved people. With 
thankful hearts for the Spirit of Christ moving among us, we send you this pastoral letter, to be 

read in every congregation on Sunday, April 1. 

Dearly Beloved in Christ: 


Grace and peace be with you in these days of Lent as we journey with our Lord up 
to Jerusalem and through the cross into the joy of Easter and the new life of the 
resurrection. 

Our retreat has made us freshly aware of the boundless love of God and the gift of 
our belovedness in Christ. We have become mindful of how God has been leading 
us into deeper communion as your bishops and into a renewed awareness of our 
call to mission. The words of the prophet Isaiah speak to us powerfully, "I am 
about to do a new thing, now it springs forth, do you not perceive ite" 

We who are called as bishops to be a sign of unity, speak to you with minds and 
hearts being united and transformed by the love of God. Our unity does not mean 
we are in agreement about all of the difficult and complex questions before us. It 
means we have claimed our oneness in Christ. 

We are heartened by the Primates' Pastoral Letter to the Anglican Communion and 
their conclusion that — though we live in enormously diverse settings, and hold a 
wide variety of perspectives — God means for us to remain united and to learn 
from one another in a spirit of unity and interdependence. The Primates have also 
called upon us to provide pastoral care for all in our Communion, as we grow in 
Christ's wisdom. We mean to respond faithfully to that call. We trust in the 
promise of God to lead us all the more deeply into the mind of Christ, whose dying 
and rising makes us free to live not for ourselves alone but for God. 


Our Study together centered on leadership for the purpose of advancing the 
mission of the Church. This mission, as the Catechism of the Book of Common 
Prayer tells us, is "to restore all people to unity with God and each other in Christ." 
We live in a world urgently searching for such restoration: spiritually, socially, 
racially, and environmentally. As Christians we have been given a word to speak 
and a new life to live: God has "reconciled us to himself through Christ, and has 
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given us the ministry of reconciliation" (II Corinthians 5:18). This is the Good 
News that we proclaim. This is the work God gives us to do. 

Ronald Heifetz, the author of Leadership Without Easy Answers, was with us. He 
challenged us to help create an environment in our dioceses open to a variety of 
convictions so that faithful ministry and creative interaction can be sustained within 
a tichness of diverse perspectives. The objective of such leadership is to build 
authentic community ready to be animated by the Spirit to go forward in mission. 
We are under no illusions that leading in this way is simple. Each of us is keenly 
awate of our weakness and failure, such that repentance is the necessary preface to 
out leading. We ate humbled by God's boundless mercy and promise. Our 
repentance renews us as we ate encouraged by one another. As leaders we are 
convinced by the Gospel's deep assurance that every member of the Body of Christ 
is the beloved bearer of God's purposes in the world. We are grateful for the many 
gifts and capacities entrusted to our church. We are inspired by the faithful and 
sacrificial ministries of so many. We are sustained by your prayers. 

As your servants we are determined to put our common call to serve the mission of 
Christ above all else. We pledge that we will give our best energies to the work of 
restoring all people to unity with God and one another, because we know that the 
reconciling power of God in Christ is ceaselessly at work to overcome all division. 
Every concern for truth finds its wellspring in God's love for the world. Every 
concern for justice finds its wellspring in God's love. Every concern for peace finds 
its wellspring there. We call upon you to grow in the unity of the Holy Spirit as we 
together claim the fullness of our calling to share in God's mission of reconciling 
love. 

Forgetting what lies behind and straining forward to what lies ahead, let us press on 
toward the goal for the prize of the heavenly call of God in Christ Jesus 
(Philippians 3:13—-14).

The House of Bishops met September 25, 2001, at the Radisson Hotel, Burlington, 
Vermont. The Presiding Bishop called the House to order at 2:08 p.m. reminding 
the House of the work that had been done during the past week. He advised the 
House that it would meet in reflection groups in the course of the meeting. 


The Report of the Committee on Dispatch of Business 
Bishop Price, Bishop Suffragan of Southern Ohio, presented amended orders for 
business. The amended orders were moved, seconded and adopted. 

Motion carried 


The Appointment of the Secretary Pro-Tempore 
Bishop Waynick of Indianapolis, Assistant Secretary, was appointed by the 
Presiding Bishop to serve as Secretary for this meeting. 


Roll Call 
It was moved, seconded, and carried to accept the registration for the Interim 
Meeting as the record of attendance and quorum. Bishop Putnam, retired of 
Navajoland and former Bishop Suffragan of Oklahoma, was warmly welcomed as 
the senior bishop (#595) in attendance. 

Motion carried 


The Reading of the Minutes 
It was moved, seconded, and carried that the reading of the minutes for the Special 


Meeting of March 14, 2001, be dispensed. 
Motion carried 


Communications from the Presiding Bishop 
The Presiding Bishop introduced Archbishop David Gitari, Primate of Kenya. The 
Archbishop conveyed a letter from a number of Primates of the Anglican 
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Communion that conveyed their greetings, their prayers, their stance regarding 
AMIA ordinations, and the pastoral care of congregations who feel uncared for 
because of their theology. 


Committee on the Resignation of Bishops 

Bishop Knudson of Maine presented the Committee Report and information to 
clarify the actions to be taken by the House regarding the seat, voice and vote of 
bishops who resign. Action is taken to determine the relationship of a bishop to the 
House as described in Article I.2 of the Constitution. 


Change in Status 

The House affirmed the retirement of Bishop Strickland of Western Kansas, who 
retains seat, voice and vote in the House. It was moved and carried that Bishop 
Doss of New Jersey and Bishop Townsend of Easton be granted seat and voice, 
but not vote, in the House. 

No action was taken on the relationship of Bishop Jones in light of the current 
status of his case. 


Other Reports 


Task Force on General Convention Resolution A045 

Bishop Lee of Virginia reported for the Task Force on Resolution AO45, regarding 
the work of visiting and assisting those dioceses not currently ordaining women to 
the priesthood. The other members of the Tasks Force are Bishop Lipscomb of 
Southwest Florida, Bishop Roskam, Bishop Suffragan of New York, the Rev. Scott 
Kirby, the Rev. Anne Colburn, the Rev. David Chi, Sarah Hart, Dianne Pollard, 

and Pauline Getz. 


Ecumenical Relations 
Bishop Epting reported on the status of our relationship with the ELCA with the 
"exception clause regarding presbyteral ordinations." Bishops are asked to report 
their participation in ELCA ordinations to Bishop Epting. 
It was moved, seconded, and carried that the Presiding Bishop be empowered to 
speak with the new Presiding Bishop of the ELCA regarding the "exception 
provision" and its impact upon our relationships. 

Motion carried 


The General Board of Examining Chaplains 
Bishop Ladehoff of Oregon reported on changes to questions in the General 
Ordination Examination, on the new method for reading of the exams, and the 
impending retirement of the Rev. Locke Bowman and the Rev. Tom Rightmeyer. 
It was moved, seconded, and carried that the House recognize the ministry of the 
Rev. Locke Bowman and the Rev. Tom Rightmeyer, and thank them for their 
devoted ministry. 

Motion carried 
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It was moved, seconded, and carried to elect Susan Dolan Henderson, Professor 
Ethics at the Seminary of the Southwest, and Robert Hughes, who teaches theology 
at Sewanee, to the General Board of Examining Chaplains, to fill the vacancies 
created by the resignations of Ellen Wondra and Tom Bridenthal. 

Bishop Lipscomb of Southwest Florida has also resigned from the Board, but no 
nomination has been made. 


Theology Committee 

Bishop Parsley of Alabama reported on the two meetings of the Committee that 
produced a document to be reviewed and discussed by the House prior to its 
affirmation. The Committee is currently working on Mind of the House Resolution 
B300 on Human Sexuality, and General Convention Resolutions A103 on 
confirmation, evangelism, baptism and adult leadership, and D023 on providing 
training for clergy and other leaders in contemporary methods of reconciliation. 
Bishop Smalley of Kansas reminded the House that Kansas remains concerned 
about direct ordination to the priesthood and asked that it be addressed by the 
Committee and the House. 


Gwi'chin Peoples 

Bishop MacDonald of Alaska reported on a recent gathering of the Gwi'chin 
peoples who are grateful for the support of the Episcopal Church in helping them 
to retain their way of life. 

Bishop MacDonald reported on two resolutions adopted at a meeting of Anglican 
Indigenous Nations in Australia. The first asks that the Anglican Communion at 
the ACC level and Lambeth Conference include representatives of the "Fourth 
World" as Indigenous Nations are sometimes being called. The second supports 
the Gwi'chin and denounces the drilling in the Alaskan National Wildlife Refuge. 


Office for Pastoral Development 

Bishop Matthews of the Office for Pastoral Development called the attention of 
the House to "Episcopal Formation News" which describes continuing education 
opportunities. He also commented on the election of bishops and appropriate 
letters to bishops-elect. The members of the Committee on Pastoral Development, 
including spouse members, were introduced to the House. 


Church Pension Fund and Autonomous Provinces 
Bishop Gray, Assistant Bishop of Virginia, reminded the House of unfulfilled 
commitments to the Church in the Philippines, Yarca, and Central America, to 
assist in the establishment of endowment funds for clergy pensions. 
It was moved and seconded "That a base minimum pension for clergy in Province 
IX be established and funds made available from the Pension Fund ‘abundance’ to 
provide for that base to be established and carried forward." The motion was 
amended to include the Church in Liberia, Puerto Rico, Haiti, Cuba, and the 
Caribbean. The motion carried as amended. 

Motion carried 
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Kanuga Greetings 

Bishop Gloster, Bishop Suffragan of North Carolina, conveyed the greetings of 
Albert Gooch and the Kanuga Conference Center. The Board of Directors 
expressed their hope that the House would return to Kanuga for our meetings. 


The Standing Commission on Liturgy and Music 

Bishop Rowthorn, retired Bishop Suffragan of Europe and co-chair of the 
Commission, reported on the work of the Commission and conveyed the greetings 
of its members. Bishops Marshall of Bethlehem, Gibbs of Michigan, and Howe of 
West Missouri are members of the Commission. The Commission is working to 
develop a plan for liturgical renewal and enrichment of our worship. The collection 
of data for this process has not gone well, and bishops were asked for their support 
and cooperation. 


General Convention Resolution A001 

Bishop Rockwell of Missouri reminded the House of this resolution that obligates 
dioceses to commit .7% of their budgets to an International Development Fund in 
order to provide help and aid to the poorest of our brothers and sisters around the 
world. He asked how many dioceses have done this and what is happening to the 
funds collected. 


"Manifesto to the Church" 
Bishop Persell of Chicago reminded the House that the April 2001 "Manifesto to 
the Church" urges bishops and dioceses to make this ministry a priority. There will 
be a conference on Hispanic Ministry in Los Angeles on May 13-16, 2002. Bishop 
Hughes of San Diego noted that if we were to take 20/20 seriously, we would have 
to take Hispanic ministry seriously. 


Recess 
The Presiding Bishop declared the House in recess and reconvened the House after 
twenty minutes. 


Announcements 

Bishop Grey of Mississippi reminded the House of proposals for theological 
education in non-traditional settings and invited the House to sign up for a copy of 
material produced by him and the Rev. Ed DuBarry. 

Bishop Bruno, Bishop Coadjutor of Los Angeles, invited the House to visit their 
website for information on ecumenical and interfaith dialogues. 

Bishop Warner of Olympia described a model he has used for engaging public 
leaders in meaningful dialogue. 

Bishop Thompson of Southern Ohio offered a statement that the Presiding Bishop 
indicated would be incorporated in some way in the overall statement of the 
House. 
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Reflection Group Discussions 

The Presiding Bishop outlined these two questions to be addressed by members of 
the House for thirty minutes. First, given our discussions here, what needs to be 
offered to the Church and the world? What word needs to be spoken? Second, 
what do you see as a practical next step as we (the Church) move into the world in 
a new way in mission? 

After more than thirty minutes, the Presiding Bishop reconvened the House to 
hear comments from the various reflection groups. The responses and comments 
will be incorporated into the Pastoral Letter of the House of Bishops. 


Adjournment 

The Presiding Bishop thanked the House for their participation in the meeting. At 

5:23 p.m., it was moved, seconded, and carried that the meeting be adjourned.

The Theological Calling 
A Reflective Framework to Guide the House of Bishops 
in our Vocation as Teachers 


1. The Task of Theology 
Christian theology seeks to discern and articulate the grace and truth of God 
revealed in Jesus Christ and to guide the church in mission. 

2. God's Plan of Salvation 
God, whom we know as Father, Son and Holy Spirit, has lovingly created the 
world and all that is therein. Human beings are graciously created in the 
divine image, but we have fallen into sin and fail to live into the fullness of 
this gift and calling. In his life, death, and resurrection, Jesus Christ, the 
incarnate Son of God, has restored us to unity with God and each other and 
calls us to reconciliation. Empowered by the Holy Spirit, we are called to 
grow in, rejoice in, and herald God's grace for all creation. 

3. The Great Tradition 
We believe that the Old and New Testaments are the revealed Word of God 
and contain all things necessary to salvation. We further believe that the 
Apostles' and Nicene Creeds are sufficient statements of the essential of the 
Christian faith and express our basic beliefs about God and God's saving 
work. The truth of the Creeds is further expressed in the teaching, ascetical 
discipline, and ordering of the church in its pastoral ministry. The Creeds and 
the great Ecumenical Councils of the church thus help us to interpret and 
live into the saving story of Scripture. They shape the inherited faith of the 
church universal in which we stand as Anglicans. 

4. Baptism and Theology 
In baptism all Christians are born anew by water and the Spirit, incorporated 
into the Body of Christ, and made part of the church's disciplined communal 
life of worship and witness. Theology is the way in which we speak of the 
mystery of God and express the faith of the church. Baptism calls us to be 
theologians; therefore from baptism we understand that those who pray are 
theologians and theologians are those who pray. Theology is both derived 
from and informs our common life in prayer and sacrament. As we pray so 
we believe, and as we believe so we pray. 

5. | The Teaching Charism 
The truth of God and the Gospel must be articulated faithfully and afresh for 
every generation. Guided by the Holy Spirit who leads the church into all 
truth, bishops in dialogue with academic theologians seek to discern and 
teach the wisdom of God. This is done i” colleguivm, in communion with the 
baptized who have gone before and in conversation with the faithful who are 
our contemporaries. The Committee on Theology of the House of Bishops, 
comprising bishops and consulting theologians, aids the church in this 
disciplined life of discernment and teaching through critical reflection and

6. Theology in Community 

The theological vocation is grounded in our common life as the Body of 
Christ and rooted in the ministry of Word and Sacrament. Discerning and 
articulating the grace and truth of God revealed in Jesus Christ empowers us 
to go out into the world to share in the mission of God: to restore all people 
to unity with God and each other in Christ (The Book of Common Prayer, 
page 855).

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On Waging Reconciliation 
A Statement from Bishops of the Episcopal Church 


September 26th, 2001 


We, your bishops, have come together in the shadow of the shattering events of 
September 11. We in the United States now join that company of nations in which 
ideology disguised as true religion wreaks havoc and sudden death. Through this 
suffering, we have come into a new solidarity with those in other parts of the world 
for whom the evil forces of terrorism are a continuing fear and reality. 


We grieve with those who have lost companions and loved ones, and pray for 
those who have so tragically died. We pray for the President of the United States, 
his advisors, and for the members of Congress that they may be given wisdom and 
prudence for their deliberations and measured patience in their actions. We pray for 
our military chaplains, and for those serving in the Armed Forces along with their 
families in these anxious and uncertain days. We also pray "for our enemies, and 
those who wish us harm; and for all whom we have injured or offended" (BCP, 
page 391). 

At the same time we give thanks for the rescue workers and volunteers, and all 
those persons whose courageous efforts demonstrated a generosity and selflessness 
that bears witness to the spirit of our nation at its best. We give thanks too for all 
those who are reaching out to our Muslim brothers and sisters and others who are 
rendered vulnerable in this time of fear and recrimination. 


We come together also in the shadow of the cross: that unequivocal sign that 
suffering and death are never the end but the way along which we pass into a future 
in which all things will be healed and reconciled. Through Christ "God was pleased 
to reconcile to himself all things whether on earth or in heaven, by making peace 
through the blood of his cross" (Col. 1:20). This radical act of peace-making is 
nothing less than the right ordering of all things according to God's passionate 
desire for justness, for the full flourishing of humankind and all creation. 


This peace has already been achieved in Christ, but it has yet to be realized in our 
relationships with one another and the world around us. As members of a global 
community and the worldwide Anglican Communion, we are called to bear one 
another's burdens across the divides of culture, religion, and differing views of the 
world. The affluence of nations such as our own stands in stark contrast to other 
parts of the world wracked by the crushing poverty which causes the death of 6,000 
children in the course of a morning. 
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We are called to self-examination and repentance: the willingness to change 
direction, to open our hearts and give room to God's compassion as it seeks to 
bind up, to heal, and to make all things new and whole. God's project, in which we 
participate by virtue of our baptism, is the ongoing work of reordering and 
transforming the patterns of our common life.so they may reveal God's justness - 
not as an abstraction but in bread for the hungry and clothing for the naked. The 
mission of the Church is to participate in God's work in the world. We claim that 

mission. 

"I have set before you life and death...choose life so that you and your descendants 

may live," declares Moses to the children to Israel. We choose life and immediately 

set ourselves to the task of developing clear steps that we will take personally and as 
a community of faith, to give substance to our resolve and embodiment to our 
hope. We do so not alone but trusting in your own faithfulness and your desire to 

be instruments of peace. 

Let us therefore wage reconciliation. Let us offer our gifts for the carrying out of 
God's ongoing work of reconciliation, healing and making all things new. To this 

we pledge ourselves and call our church. 

We go forth sober in the knowledge of the magnitude of the task to which we have 
all been called, yet confident and grounded in hope."And hope does not disappoint 
us, because God's love has been poured into our hearts through the Holy Spirit 
that has been given to us" (Romans 5:5). 

"May the God of hope fill us with all joy and peace in believing through the power 
of the Holy Spirit" (Romans 15:13).

The House of Bishops met September 30, 2002, at the Marriott Hotel, Cleveland, 
Ohio. The Presiding Bishop called the House to order at 9:20 a.m. The Call to 
Order was delayed by the distribution of materials to the bishops for the meeting. 


The Roll Call 
It was moved, seconded, and carried to accept the registration of 137 bishops for 
the Interim Meeting as the record of attendance and quorum. Bishop Putnam, 
Retired of Navajoland and former Bishop Suffragan of Oklahoma, was welcomed 
as the senior bishop (#595) in attendance at this Interim Meeting.

The Reading of the Minutes 
It was moved, seconded, and carried that the reading of the minutes for the Interim 
Meeting of September 25, 2001, Burlington, VT, be dispensed.

Communications from the Presiding Bishop 

The Presiding Bishop provided a status report on the proposal to relocate the 
Episcopal Church Center to General Theological Seminary. The process, that now 
is Phase One, will lead to a decision by the Executive Council was described. 

The Presiding Bishop informed the House of the status of the Church Budget for 
the next Triennium citing possible shortfalls in endowment income and diocesan 
payments on askings. 

The Presiding Bishop reported on Executive Council action to fund a feasibility 
study for a national fund raising campaign for mission. 
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Charles Fulton was introduced by the Presiding Bishop to make a presentation on a 
National Pilot Project on Church Development. Mr. Kirk Hadaway, Director of 
Research at the Church Center, will assist with this project to identify sites for 
building new church developments. The roles of the Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society and the Dioceses were described in terms of planning and 
funding. A brief question and answer period followed the presentation. 


Committee on the Resignation of Bishops 

Bishop Knudson of Maine informed the House that she would be leaving the 
meeting due to the death of her aunt. She cited Article I, Section 2 of the 
Constitution, noting the "advanced age", "bodily infirmity" and "mission strategy" 
criteria for resignation. The committee will present a report on "Missionary 
Strategy" to the House of Bishops at the March 2003 Spring Meeting. Bishop 
Rowley of Northwestern Pennsylvania will serve as a consultant to the committee. 
It was moved and carried that pursuant to Article I, Section 2 of the Constitution 
the following bishops retain seat, voice and vote in the House of Bishops:

It was moved and carried that the House of Bishops consent to the appointment of 
Henry Scriven as Assistant Bishop of Pittsburgh pursuant to Title II], Section 2d), 
and to the granting of seat and vote in the House of Bishops pursuant to Article I, 
Section 2 of the Constitution.

Committee on Theology 

Bishop Patsley of Alabama presented status teports on the several projects of the 
Committee after introducing the members of the Theology Committee. The papers 
on Reconciliation and on Human Sexuality will be distributed in the spring for 
discussion at the Spring Meeting of the House of Bishops in March 2003. The 
work on General Convention Resolution A103 on confirmation, evangelism, 
baptism and adult leadership continues. 
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"Mutual Responsibility and Collegiality" 

Bishop Ilhoff of Maryland presented a resolution drafted from the reports from the 
reflection groups of the House that addressed the issues of respect, accountability, 
mutuality, and collegiality. 

After lengthy discussion, including the adoption and defeat of several amendments, 
the amended resolution was adopted by the House of Bishops. 


Mind of the House Resolution 

Jesus prayed that we be one even as he and the Father are one. By God's grace, we 
continue to grow in community characterized by Christian reconciliation, peace, 
and collegiality. That growth, and our Episcopal vows, require that we confront 
instances of inappropriate behavior even as we strive to maintain our unity and our 
focus and energy on the mission of the Church. 

We express our disappointment that the Bishop of Pennsylvania, clergy and lay 
leaders of Good Shepherd parish, various diocesan leaders, and others were unable 
to find a way to resolve the issues within the parish short of the difficulties in 
which we currently find ourselves. 

We ate also concerned that theological disputes not become the occasion for 
canonical violations or unilateral actions such as those taken by the Bishop of 
Pittsburgh; and furthermore, we deplore the extra-canonical action which he has 
taken. 


Used properly, we believe the canons can be an instrument of grace and unifying 
factor in the life of the Church. We support the right of a bishop under the canons 
to depose a priest for the health and welfare of the diocese. 
Furthermore, we expect that such depositions or other disciplinary actions be 
recognized by all bishops of the Episcopal Church and the Anglican Communion. 
We lament the decisions on the part of the bishops of Kansas and Delaware which 
went beyond the consensus achieved by General Convention Resolution D039 
when they formally authorized the blessing of same sex unions. 
In order to support one another in waging reconciliation within the Body of Christ, 
and to enhance wider consultation and our role as guardians of the faith, unity, and 
discipline of the Church, we request that the Committee on Pastoral Care develop a 
mechanism for: 
1. dealing with breaches of collegiality; and 
2. providing assistance to bishops with diocesan situations which impact the 
larger church. 
And that the report thereon be prepared and distributed to the members of the 
House of Bishops prior to the Spring meeting of 2003 and be considered at that 
meeting. 
Motion carried 
Resolution adopted 
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Recess 
The Presiding Bishop recessed the meeting at 11:15 a.m. to allow the House to 
prepare for the celebration of the Eucharist. The meeting will reconvene at 2:00. 


AFTERNOON SESSION 


Reconvene 

The Presiding Bishop reconvened the meeting of the House of Bishops at 2:12 
p-m. in the Marriott Hotel, Cleveland, Ohio. The Presiding Bishop shared his 
reflections on the morning session. In the discussion the House was embodying 
reconciliation and expanding it. There was recognition of the tension between the 
realities of dioceses and the larger church. 


Introduction of Guests 

The Presiding Bishop introduced and welcomed the Most Rev. Michael Peers, 
Primate of Canada. Archbishop Peers addressed the House on the readmission of 
Cuba by the 2003 General Convention, the Anglican Consultative Council meeting 
in Hong Kong, the issue of residential schools, and the issues related to the 
Diocese of New Westminster. He concluded his remarks by asking for the 
continued support and prayers of ECUSA. 


Global Reconciliation 

Bishop Shaw of Massachusetts introduced the members of his committee. The 
committee had prepared a draft letter from the House of Bishops to the Congress 
of the United States. A statement entitled "Toward Reconciliation in the World" 
drafted by Bishop Gregg of Eastern Oregon was also distributed to the House. 
Bishop Shaw had a "Statement of Solidarity with the HIV/AIDS Initiative of the 
Council of Anglican Provinces in Africa" distributed to the House. All three 
documents would be considered by the House at 12:30 p-m. on October 1, 2002. 


Office of Pastoral Development 

Bishop Clay Matthews reported on the College for Bishops and programs of the 
Office of Pastoral Development. He announced a workshop on child abuse in 
March 2003 prior to the Spring Meeting. A brochure of the Pastoral Development 
Committee was circulated. 


Arctic National Wildlife Refuge and the Gwi'chin People 

Bishop MacDonald of Alaska presented a status report on the National Wildlife 
Refuge and oil exploration development. The resolution presented by Bishop 
MacDonald was moved, seconded, and carried as presented. 


Mind of the House Resolution 
Resolved, That the House of Bishops of The Episcopal Church, meeting in 
Cleveland, Ohio, September 30, 2002: 
Reaffirms its support of the Gwich'in People and Permanent Protection for the 
Arctic National Wildlife Refuge. 
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Expresses its opposition to any oil exploration and development in the Arctic 
National Wildlife Refuge. 
Urges the rejection of H.R. 4 by Senate Conferees.

Resolution adopted 


General Board of Examining Chaplains 
Bishop Ladehoff of Oregon provided a status report on the Board and invited 
comments from the members of the House. 


International Study Program at Canterbury 
Bishop Lee of Virginia described the programs of the International Study Center at 
Canterbury Cathedral, stressing the summer program for seminarians. 


Announcements 

Bishop Hampton, Assistant of the Diocese of Olympia, reminded the members of 
the House about providing gratuities for the housekeepers and other staff of the 
Marriott Hotel. 


The Secretary informed the House of future meeting dates in 2003 and 2004.

The Presiding Bishop declared the House in recess until 12:30 p.m. on October 1, 
2002.

The Presiding Bishop called the House to order at 12:47 p.m. at the Marriott Hotel, 
Cleveland, Ohio. He informed the House that the agenda was limited to the 
consideration of three items: (1) the letter to Congress, (2) Toward Reconciliation 
in the World, and (3) the Statement on Solidarity with the HIV/AIDS Initiative of 
the Council of Anglican Provinces in Africa. These documents had been distributed 
to the House on the previous day. 

The Presiding Bishop presented a gift to Archbishop Michael Peers and expressed 
appreciation for his presence. Archbishop Peers thanked the Presiding Bishop and 
the House in his final comments to the House. 
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Consideration of the Documents 
The Presiding Bishop outlined the process that would be followed in the 
consideration of the documents on the agenda. 
Following expanded group reports, Bishop Shaw of Massachusetts and the 
Presiding Bishop provided additional background on the letter to Congress. 
After discussion, it was moved, seconded and carried that the draft letter be 
referred back to the original drafting committee for one hour so that they could 
incorporate the comments from the groups and discussion into the original draft 
letter.

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"Toward Reconciliation in the World" 
Draft Document Presented to the House 


Since September 11, 2001, the United States and many other nations have engaged 
in a concerted effort to enhance world security through focused activity against al 
Qaeda and other terrorist organizations and agents. We have rightly sought to bring 
to account those who would inflict random acts of violence on others as a means 
of achieving their particular agenda. The vicious deadly cycle of violent aggression 
spirals in a seemingly unending pattern and will continue to do so until the cycle is 
broken. 


Thus fat, our response as a nation has focused on military actions, enhancing 
homeland security, and developing a new foreign policy for dealing with the 
condition in which we find ourselves. We have sought to build relationships with 
countries through diplomatic work to form a common front against terrorism in an 
effort to secure ourselves against a repeat of September 11, 2001. Our efforts have 
met with limited success. There is not consensus at home or abroad with regard to 
the new Bush administration foreign policy. 


At this point, the Bush administration has developed and seeks to implement a 
policy of pre-emptive war against what it believes to be the clear and present 
danger of Saddam Hussein and Iraq to the peace and common good of the United 
States and the world. The development of this foreign policy and_ its 
implementation raise profound questions and issues for all of us. For example, how 
do we determine who or what is in danger? How do we determine the appropriate, 
proportional response? How do we act in the larger international arena as a world 
citizen? 

As bishops of the Episcopal Church, we affirm our statement of September 25, 
2001. We affirm the need to enhance the security of our nation and that of the 
world. We affirm the decision of us all that those who would wreak the material 
destruction and human death through acts of violence should and ought to be 
brought to justice, especially as terrorist acts are frequently perpetrated against 
innocent men, women, and children. We affirm the decision to rid the world of the 
horror of terrorism. We grieve the further loss of life to those whom our country 
must send into harm's way. We grieve for those and for their families and friends. 


We believe that we, as Christians, are called to more than to respond appropriately 
at the level of military responses, however necessaty and appropriate they may be. 
We are called to be people of peace who make peace. We are sent as reconcilers, 
given by Christ the ministry of reconciliation. The task for us, and for the nation, is 
not merely to rid the world of the present perpetration of terrorism and other 
violence and destruction. Our call, and the work for which God equips us in the 
Spirit is to create a world environment in which the root causes of terrorism are 
overcome, to do the work of healing and reconciliation that unbinds all God's 
children and sets us free. The question for us, as Presiding Bishop Griswold has 
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expressed it, is "What is our role in the community of nations? A super power, 
especially one that declares itself to be 'under God,' must exercise the role of super 
servant." 


This immensely difficult and complex work will require of us commitment, 
perseverance and time. This work is the foundational work that addresses the 
condition that foments the anger, hostility, frustration, and hatred that erupt in the 
violence and destruction and death of war and terrorism. This work is slow, often 
tedious, and requires profound energy and creativity. The work is that of addressing 
concretely, the foundations of the relationships among people and nation, of the 
stewatdship of our resources, of the values we hold, of our priorities, of our 
willingness to think globally, act globally, and to have the inherent connectedness 
opening all the parts of the created order, especially among people. It means, 
therefore, to live deeply into all the dimensions of our world effectively, 
constructively, and creatively. 


Therefore, as Church and as individual Christians, we believe and call us and our 
government to commit to and expend the necessary time, energy, and other 
resources necessary, and to engage other churches, communities, and nations in 
order to seek, to develop and to implement strategies, policies and programs which 
are responsive and appropriate to the pressing needs in the arenas of political 
stability, economics, education, economic development, health and healthcare, 
World Bank and IMF policies and practices, environmental care and management, 
etc. 


We believe that unless these fundamental areas are addressed with creativity, the 
reconciliation and peace of the world will not be possible. Unless the complex 
issues of human rights, oppression, and freedom are addressed, the human 
relationship is incapable of sustaining reconciliation and peace will not be possible. 
Until we rebuild the foundation in ways that respect and honor the diversities of 
the world, we will not learn how to be at unity and peace with one another. Until 
the foundations are laid new, the peace and security of the world will be hostage to 
the inevitability of another September 11th — we will condemn ourselves to live in 
the tension of anticipation of continued violence and terrorism. 

For us Christians, this work means that we must renew our baptismal 
commitments: to believe in God, the Holy Trinity; to continue in the Apostles' 
teaching and fellowship; the prayer and the breaking of Bread; to repent and return 
to the Lord when we sin and seek God's forgiveness; to proclaim the Gospel in 
word and deed; to seek and serve Christ in all people; to respect the dignity of every 
human being; and to strive for justice and peace. Thus renewed, this commitment 
must be daily embodied by us as individuals, as Church, and as nation.

As you begin this critical debate on behalf of the citizens of this country over the 
resolution to authorize military action against Iraq, we, the bishops of The 
Episcopal Church, USA, meeting in Cleveland, Ohio, want you to know of our 
ptayers and support as you make this difficult decision, not just for our country, 
but also for the people of Iraq and the peace of the world. We pray, as well, for 
members of the armed services and their families in the midst of international crisis 
and possible military action. 
We deeply respect the seriousness of your responsibility to protect the lives of our 
citizens, and, with you, we condemn the brutality of Saddam Hussein and his 
regime. 
As disciples of Jesus Christ, we abhor violence and war. Our faith requires us to 
strive always for justice and peace. We believe that restraint and the ongoing 
commitment to international cooperation are the means toward peace that we all 
desire. 
With you, we recognize the possibility that war is sometimes unavoidable, but we 
do not believe that war with Iraq can be justified at this time. 
Iraq has not attacked the United States. 
Our nation has not exhausted all possibilities for a peaceful solution to this 
potential conflict, including a new vigorous arms inspection regime. 
Our nation has not sufficiently garnered world support. 
It is highly likely that the consequences of a war with Iraq will not be contained 
within its borders. 
We believe a pre-emptive strike against Iraq, with the overwhelming force such 
a strike may require to attain an expedient victory, may have many 
unintended consequences, including unacceptable civilian casualties. 
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Further, in this instance, we do not support a decision to go to war without clear 
and convincing evidence of the need for us to defend ourselves against an 
imminent attack. The wisdom of our own Christian faith, as well as other religious 
traditions, teaches us to demonstrate the greatest prudence and caution when the 
lethal force of war is contemplated. We believe that writings on Just War are 
particularly helpful to our nation's ongoing deliberations. As we search for those 
responsible for the attacks of September 11, we must encourage such discernment 
that keeps our society civilized and free. 

We stand with other Christian leaders who oppose a pre-emptive strike against 
Iraq. The leaders of the Evangelical Lutheran Church in America, the Presbyterian 
Church of the USA, the Orthodox Church in America, The Christian Church (The 
Disciples of Christ), The United Church of Christ, The African Methodist 
Episcopal Church, The Anglican Consultative Council, representing 70 million 
Anglicans around the world, and the United States Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
have all raised questions about the wisdom and morality of our country's pursuing 
this course of action. 

Over the next weeks, as you debate our possible involvement in a war against Iraq, 
know that we are praying with you and for you.

The House of Bishops met March 17, 2003, at the Kanuga Conference Center, 
Hendersonville, North Carolina. The Presiding Bishop called the House to order at 
23) opm. 


The Roll Call 
It was moved, seconded, and carried to accept the registration list of bishops for 
the Spring Meeting as the record of attendance and quorum. The Presiding Bishop 
recognized Charles Vache, Retired of Southern Virginia (#712) as the senior bishop 
in attendance at the meeting.

The Reading of the Minutes 
It was moved, seconded, and carried that the reading of the minutes of the 2002 
Interim Meeting of September 30 and October 1, 2002, be dispensed.

The Presentation of New Members 

The Presiding Bishop introduced the new members since the 2002 Interim Meeting 
of the House of Bishops in Cleveland:

Committee on the Dispatch of Business 
Bishop Price of Southern Ohio presented the agenda for adoption. It was moved 
and carried that the agenda be adopted as amended with the addition of 
consideration of a resolution on worship at General Convention and that the Fund 
Raising Report be presented after the announcements. 

Motion carried 
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Committee on the Resignation of Bishops 

Bishop Knudsen of Maine presented the recommendations of their Committee to 
the Committee on the Rules of Order of the House on the definitions for 
"Advanced Age, Bodily Infirmity, Office Created by General Convention, and 
Mission Strategy" and "Honorary Bishops" in Rule 24. Discussion of the report led 
to the addition of the words, "or a psychiatrist approved by the Presiding Bishop" 
following "the bishop's physician(s)" at the end of the section on bodily infirmity. 
The words "at least" were inserted in the final sentence of the section on Mission 
Strategy after "Suffragan has served." The recommendations will be forwarded to 
the Committee on the Rules of Order. 

The Committee on Resignation of Bishops recommends to the Rules Committee 
of the House of Bishops the following definitions: 


Advanced Age = 62 + 

Bodily Infirmity = eligible for a disability retirement from the Church Pension 
Fund and/or Social Security, or having a physical and/or mental impairment that 
will result in a disability if the bishop continues in active ministry, as certified by 
the bishop's physician(s) or a psychiatrist approved by the Presiding Bishop. 
Office Created by General Convention = a ministry funded by the General 
Convention budget and approved by the Presiding Bishop. 

Mission Strategy = to allow the election of an indigenous clergy of a non- 
domestic diocese as bishop; to allow a diocese to implement a new mission 
strategy as determined by the Presiding Bishop; and to allow a transition in 
Episcopal leadership after a Bishop Diocesan or Bishop Suffragan has served at 
least ten (10) or more years. 

Honorary Bishop= from time to time, upon 30 days notice, a 2/3 vote of the 
House of Bishops will confer upon a Bishop status as an Honorary member.

Committee on Pastoral Development 

Bishop Warner of Olympia presented a report on the feedback from the expanded 
group discussions of the House on the Process for Accountability, and outlined the 
next steps for the Committee on Pastoral Development regarding the process. 
Bishop Matthews of the Office for Pastoral Development addressed the definition 
of covenant, the issues of confidentiality versus security, and the use of the Step 
One of the Process. Bishop Warner concluded the report by affirming the work of 
the spouses on the committee. 
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The African Chaplaincy Program 

Benjamin Muskoe-Lubege from the Church Center staff was introduced by the 
Presiding Bishop. Father Muskoe-Lubege described his role as staff officer and 
tesoutce to dioceses before introducing the Rev. Gordon Okunsanya, Chaplain to 
Africa Expatriates. Father Okunsanya outlined the benefits.of the chaplaincy to 
ECUSA and African peoples in the United States. The members of the House were 
invited to offer comments on the Memorandum of Understanding on the 
Chaplaincy to Africa Expatriates. 


Committee on Anti-Racism 

Bishop Rabb of Maryland described the work of the committee and his vision for 
addressing the sin of racism. After introducing committee members, the objectives 
of the committee were outlined: the review and possible update of the 1994 
Pastoral on the Sin of Racism; conduct personal evaluations that will lead to actions 
against racism with timelines; conduct anti-racism training and the report to the 
General Convention; and interact with the Interim Body on Racism. A video on 
racism will be shown at the General Convention. 


Mind of the House Resolution on the Exploitation of Children 
and Youth 

Bishop Gregg of Eastern Oregon introduced a resolution on the exploitation of 
children and youth. The resolution was result of the pre-meeting workshop 
organized by the Office on Pastoral Development. The resolution was moved, 
seconded and carried as presented. 


Mind of the House Resolution 

Brothers and Sister in Christ: 

We are painfully aware of the fact that the problems of sexual abuse of children are 
not confined to the Roman Catholic Church. It is a major problem in all 
child-serving organizations and agencies; it is a problem in the Episcopal Church. 
The basic statistics of the general population are these: 1 in 8 males and 1 in 4 
females are molested before they reach 18. Of reported cases in the general 
population, 60% of abusers are known to the victim, 30% are family/relative, and 
10% are strangers. We, the undersigned members of this House, bring to you a 
proposal as a constructive response to a profound theological, pastoral, moral, and 
social matter. We are persuaded that the times and circumstances demand of us as 
Bishops of this Church to articulate a clear and firm stand that we support with 
clear and firm policies and procedures for the life of this faith community. The 
utgent issue is our continuing to work toward creating and sustaining a Church in 
which all God's children are secure and free from the threat and realities of sexual 
misconduct of all kinds, especially our children and youth. We commit ourselves to 
continue to lead the Church into being healthy and safe communities of God's 
people. 
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Be it Resolved, That the House of Bishops, through the Presiding Bishop, 
immediately create and charge a working group from this House to partner with the 
Church Pension Group (CPG) and the Church Insurance Corporation (CIC) and 
other agencies and appropriate orgafizations to develop a statement of general 
expectations of behavior in this Church for ministry with children and youth be 
clergy, lay employees, and volunteers. ‘ 

Be it further Resolved, That the general expectations address these five areas: 


1. Thorough screening and selection of clergy, lay employees and volunteers 
who work with children; 

2. Articulation of clear behavioral standards for interactions between clergy, lay 
employees, volunteers and children; 

3. Careful monitoring of programs and interaction with children and youth; 

4. Provision for education and training of clergy, lay employees and volunteers 
for work with children and youth; and 

5. Guidelines for responding to concerns about behavior or allegations of 
abuse. 


Be it further Resolved, That while the church-wide expectations are being developed 
for implementations, we, the Bishops of this Church, do commit ourselves to 
develop and implement policies, procedures, and expectations for behaviors of 
clergy, lay employees, and volunteers working with children and youth in our 
dioceses. We commit to reviewing our current policies, procedures, and practices 
for adequacy and appropriateness, and to revise as may be needed. We commit to 
working together to provide appropriate training, education, and 
program/materials support for our dioceses in the context of the five areas of the 
second Resolve, above. We commit to be accountable to one another by reporting 
on our progress to the Presiding Bishop who will in turn report to the House of 
Bishops at our Spring, 2004, meeting. 

Be it further Resolved, That the House of Bishops charge the Pastoral Letter 
Committee to write a Pastoral Letter to the Church, to be read in every parish, 
mission, preaching station, and church-related institutions which work with youth 
and children, on the prevention and response to child sexual abuse, and that this 
Letter address this issue from its moral and theological dimensions, evangelical 
implications, mission (God's Project), reconciliation, and our commitment to a 
healthy and secure environment for all persons, free from sexual misconduct, and 


‘It is the intention and expectation that these expectations be specific enough to serve as clear directions 
and guidelines, but general enough that each diocese would expand upon or develop them in terms of 
the specific content of policies and procedures and implementation according to the particularities of 
the diocese. 

*This work is to include preparation of such resolutions to General Convention as may be necessary and 


appropriate, as well as coordinating this work with the appropriate legislative bodies and processes. 
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articulate the values of this Church and our expectations of ourselves as grounded 
in the Gospel, Baptism, the Ordinal, and moral commitment and leadership. And 
that this Letter be brought to the House of Bishops at the 74th General 
Convention (2003) for approval. 
Be it further Resolved, That the House of Bishops, through the Presiding Bishop, 
appoint a separate working group to identify and make available resource for 
training and educating Bishops and clergy to respond to victims for the post-abuse 
care (pastoral, spiritual, therapeutic,) nurture, and healing of self and with others for 
the victim, family, and friends of the victim.

The resolution on General Convention Worship presented by Bishop Roskam of 
New York and Bishop Howe of Central Florida was moved, seconded and carried. 


Mind of the House Resolution 
Resolved, That recognizing that Convention eucharists are the principal 
non-legislative gathering of the whole body of Convention and are for the express 
purpose of common worship, and in keeping with a spirit of collegiality, the 
bishops of this house agree to neither schedule nor encourage to be scheduled, nor 
attend nor celebrate any eucharist held at the same time as main Convention 
eucharists.

Bishop Rowthorn distributed materials on the Cambridge Consultation and 
provided additional background information about the program. 


The College of Bishops 

Bishop Donovan announced that he had resigned as the coordinator for the 
College of Bishops. Bishop Borsch will fill the vacant position and be assisted by 
Carol Thomson. 


The National Arctic Wildlife Refuge 

After an update by Bishop MacDonald of Alaska, a resolution reaffirming the 
support of the House of Bishops of the Gwich'in People in their Opposition to oil 
exploration in the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge was moved, seconded and 
carried. 


Resolved, That the House of Bishops of the Episcopal Church, at its meeting on 
March 17th, 2003, at Kanuga Conference Center, North Carolina, reaffirms its 
support of the Gwich'in People in their opposition to oil exploration drilling in the 
Arctic National Wildlife Refuge. We urge The United States Senate and House of 
Representatives to reject any proposal that would permit oil exploration and drilling 
in the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge.

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Fund Raising Survey Report 

The Presiding Bishop introduced Dr. Kirk Hadaway, Director of Research at the 
Episcopal Church Center, and noted the importance of data collection as the first 
step of a capital campaign. Dr. Hadaway reported on the results of the fund raising 
survey from the eighty-two responding dioceses. In addition, he offered additional 
comments and observations about the data collected. 

The Presiding Bishop reflected on future missional fund raising opportunities: 
seminary training for small church ministry, a Young Adult Service Corps, a long 
term development strategy for the Church, and Planned Giving. 


Miscellaneous Announcements 

Bishop Salmon of South Carolina informed the House about the water missions 
project. Bishops will receive a mailing from him with more information. 

Bishop Scantlebury invited the House to discuss mission strategies in ethnic 
ministry at a future meeting. 

Bishop Robert Anderson expressed appreciation on behalf of the House to Bishop

We 
reaffirm our confidence that "neither death nor life...nor anything else in all 
creation, will be able to separate us from the love of God in Christ Jesus our Lord." 
(Romans 8:38-39). The page number in the Book of Common Prayer is to be 
inserted at the end of the collect. 


Covenant for General Convention 
Bishop Matthews reviewed the covenant adopted by the House of Bishops at the 
2000 Spring Meeting of the House to form the basis of our preparation for and 
conduct at the 2000 General Convention in Denver.

Process for Accountability 
By the House through the Advisory Committee f 
Created by House of Bishops General Rule of Order XXVI 


In the case of alleged breaches of collegiality and church order that threaten to 

impact the larger Church, the Council of Advice, with the support of the Office of 

Pastoral Development, shall implement a process for engaging in conciliation 

among bishops. 

1, Any Bishop may request a process of conciliation by the Council of Advice 
by a written request to the Presiding Bishop or to the President or Vice 
President of his/her Province (e.g., the Bishop of the Province who serves 
on the Council of Advice). 

2, The Presiding Bishop, the Chair of the Council of Advice, the Bishop for the 
Office of Pastoral Development, and the Presiding Bishop's Chancellor shall 
review the issue(s) brought forward and assist the Presiding Bishop in 
determining whether or not the matter should be brought to the Council of 
Advice or to be addressed in a different way. 

3. If a matter is referred to it by the Presiding Bishop, the Council of Advice 
shall determine a process by which the parties will be asked to share the 
history, facts, and perceived issues of the presenting situation. Such process 
may include, but not be limited to, a request that one or more of the Bishops 
in question meet with the Council of Advice (as a group or a sub-group) or 
be visited by one or more members of the Council of Advice. 

4. The Council of Advice shall develop further steps following any such 
interviews that are consonant with a conciliation model, in which specific 
actions and accountability measures will be made cleat by the Council of 
Advice. 

St The Council of Advice, in consultation with the bishops involved, shall 
determine an appropriate response to the Presenting situation, including 
options for further conciliation, formal mediation, or voluntary binding 
arbitration. 

6. In order to hold accountable the Bishops involved in this process, the 
Council of Advice shall, at a meeting of the House of Bishops, share, to the 
extent not confidential, the specific facts of the presenting situation, the 
actions taken, the results accomplished and any steps that remain to be taken. 


"There shall be an Advisory Committee [commonly known as the Presiding Bishop's Council of 
Advice], composed of Bishops who are the Presidents or Vice Presidents of each Province, which will 
act as an advisory council to the Presiding Bishop between meetings of the House of Bishops. The 
committee shall elect its own officers. (House of Bishops General Rule of Order XXVI) 
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The agenda at each meeting of the House of Bishops, other than during its 
triennial meeting of the General Convention, shall include reports by the 
Council of Advice and time for appropriate House of Bishops conversation 
groups to reflect on the presenting situations pending before the Council of 
Advice. Such discussions are intended to be conducted without reference to 
personalities and without attempts to solve the issues involved. 

Throughout this process, the Presiding Bishop shall be kept informed of the 
work done by the Council of Advice. 

To prepare the Council of Advice for this work, the Office of Pastoral 
Development shall make arrangements for the members to receive 
conciliation/mediation training at the beginning of each Triennium (or at 
another time if needed) by a professionally-trained person who will be kept 
on retainer, to advise and train the Council as needed.

The Gift of Sexuality: A Theological Perspective 


Report of the House of Bishops Theology Committee 
Mind of the House Resolution 


1. Preface 

[1.0] The House of Bishops, meeting in the 73rd General Convention of the 
Episcopal Church, resolved to continue to study and be in conversation about 
issues of human sexuality. The resolution called for the Theology Committee of the 
House of Bishops, in consultation with the Pastoral Development Committee, to 
ptepare a report on the matter, in the hope that a Mind of the House resolution will 
result. 


[1.1] The following paper is the product of an eighteen-month study undertaken by 
the Theology Committee. The House of Bishops Theology Committee consists of 
six bishops and seven academic theologians of the Episcopal Church who 
represent diverse theological viewpoints. The Committee has not attempted to 
consider exhaustively all the issues related to the subject of human sexuality, but 
has focused primarily on those brought before the 73rd General Convention. The 
scope of this paper, therefore, has not included consideration of bisexual and 
transgendered persons or the broader range of heterosexuality. It has been our 
special concern to encourage the Church to think about how disagreement over 
issues of human sexuality may become open to God's grace. 


[1.2] In our choice of language and approach we have attempted to respect the 
dignity of all persons whose lives and faith are affected by the complex subject of 
human sexuality. We have been sensitive to the cross-cultural issues of the Anglican 
Communion of which we are an integral part. For instance, we have consciously 
chosen to speak of "homosexual petsons" rather than the self-appellation of "gay 
men and lesbians" as widely used in the United States of America. We have met in 
the context of corporate worship and prayer and have held our questions before 
God for guidance. We have sought wisdom from Scripture, reason, and tradition. 
We have been sustained by our mutual faith in Jesus Christ and our commitment to 
God's mission of reconciliation in the Church and the world. 

[1.3] We offer this work to the House of Bishops and the Church, to the glory of 


God and in faith that, as our Lord promised, the Holy Spirit continues to guide the 
Church into all truth John 16:13). 


2. Introduction 

[2.0] The Episcopal Church in the United States, the worldwide Anglican 
Communion, and many other Christian Churches and other faith traditions, are 
engaged in a debate over issues surrounding human sexuality. Our age has 
experienced new challenges in the understanding of the meaning of sexuality and its 
ordering for the good of persons and society. Scientific research into the 
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complexities of human sexual behavior and technologies such as birth control and 
in vitro fertilization are changing how many in our world view human sexuality. We 
believe sexuality is one of God's wonderful, complex, confusing, and, sometimes, 
dangerous gifts. At the same time, we have been made freshly aware of how 
sexuality can be cheapened and exploited in human society and made an occasion 
of sin, hurt, and disorder, rather than the blessing God intends it to be. 


[2.1] One of the more challenging areas of human sexuality in our Church is 
homosexuality. A certain percentage of human beings experience and understand 
themselves to be homosexually oriented. Homosexual persons are increasingly 
visible in our society, our churches, and our communities, bringing particular 
challenges and gifts to Christian ethical and theological understanding. 


[2.2] The Christian community, from generation to generation, must address the 
new spiritual and moral concerns that emerge in the experience and understanding 
of God's people. The right ordering of human sexual behavior has always been an 
aspect of the Jewish and Christian visions of the good for human life and society. 
In relation to new and emerging learning about the experience of 
homosexually-oriented persons, our Church especially struggles with two related 
questions: (1) Is it ever appropriate to pronounce the Church's blessing on 
same-gender relationships as we do on heterosexual marriages and, if so, under 
what conditions? (2) Is it ever appropriate to ordain non-celibate homosexual 
persons, and thereby commend them as "wholesome examples" to the Church and 
society, and, if so, under what conditions? 


3. The Theological Context 

[3.0] Before addressing issues of homosexuality directly, it is important to reiterate 
the context within which this debate is taking place, namely that of Christian 
theology. Christian theology seeks to discern and articulate the grace and truth of 
God revealed in Jesus Christ and to guide the Church in mission. God, whom we 
know as Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, has lovingly created the world and all that is 

therein. Human beings are graciously created in the divine image (Gen. 1:26a), but 
we have fallen into sin and fail to live into the fullness of this gift and calling. In his 

life, death, resurrection, and ascension, Jesus Christ, the incarnate Son of God, has 
restored us to unity with God and each other and calls us to become agents of 
reconciliation (2 Cor. 5:18). Empowered by the Holy Spirit, we are called to grow 
into, rejoice in, and herald God's grace for all creation. 

[3.1] We believe the Old and New Testaments are the revealed Word of God and 

contain all things necessary to salvation. We further believe that the Apostles and 
Nicene Creeds are enduring statements of the essentials of the Christian faith and 
express our basic beliefs about God and God's saving work. The truth of the 
Creeds is further expressed in the teaching, ascetical discipline, and ordering of the 
Church in its pastoral ministry. The Creeds and the great Ecumenical Councils of 
the Church thus help us to interpret and live into the saving story of Scripture. 
They shape the inherited faith of the Church in which we stand as Anglicans.

[3.2] In baptism all Christians are born anew by water and the Spirit (john 3:5), 
incorporated into the Body of Christ, and made part of the Church's disciplined 
communal life of worship and witness. Theology is the way in which we speak of 
the mystery of God and express the faith of the Church. Theology is both derived 
from and informs our common life in prayer’and sacrament. As we pray so we 
believe, and as we believe so we pray. ; 


[3.3] As Christians, we seek to hold all our thoughts before God for guidance and 
blessing. We know this is especially important in times of intense disagreement. We 
pray for God's wisdom, for the continual conversion and illumination of our minds 
and hearts. St. Paul teaches that the wisdom of God is the great reversal of strength 
and weakness, as the world understands these (1 Cor. 1:27—30). Political, military, 
economic, and social power often bespeak spiritual weakness. God's wisdom and 
strength is displayed in the humility of the Incarnation and cross. The cross unites 
enemies (Eph. 2:15—-16) and reconciles those who are separated and divided by 
difference. Enmity and division ill befit the Church, and weaken its ministry and 
service to God's mission. 


4. The Complex Gift of Human Sexuality 

[4.0] Sexuality is a fundamental and complex aspect of human nature, which we 
both use and abuse. As Christians we believe it is part of God's good creation and 
intended to be a source of blessing and joy for human beings. We also believe 
sexual desire and behavior can be an occasion of sin leading to personal 
unhappiness and social disorder. 


[4.1] The links between love and sexual pleasure testify to the way in which 
sexuality blesses human intimacy. Sexual intimacy has a public and social dimension 
as well. When healthy and well-ordered, our sexuality and sexual expressions 
contribute to the health and stability of individuals and society. Levels of sexuality 
and intimacy are factors in all human relationships and receive a range of 
expressions along a spectrum of relationships, from friendship to family in its 
various configurations. Within the context of marriage, healthy sexual intimacy 
supports the couple and the possibility of children and their care and nurture. 

[4.2] Yet this great and mysterious gift is often the cause of pain to individuals and 
suffering throughout society. Human beings are most vulnerable in sexually 
intimate relationships. Our sexual lives can be very fragile and complex. When 
disordered, sexual behavior can destabilize human society and become a means of 
exploitation and damage. The staggering divorce rate in the United States, the 
proliferation of serial marriages, and the increase of promiscuity, especially among 
the young, attest to the varied struggles many experience around sexuality. 

[4.4] Holy Scripture teaches that God gave sex as one of the means for married 
persons to share themselves with each other (1 Cor. 7:3-5); for procreation (Gen, 
1:28); and to be an icon, on the human level, of the relationships between God and 
the people of Israel, and Christ and the Church (Eph. 5:25—33). 
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[4.5] We also recognize there is a range of sexual identities among human beings, 
and a portion of the population experiences itself as having a homosexual 
orientation. As Christians, we affirm that persons of all sexual orientations are 
created in the image of God, and they are full members of the human family. The 
Church vigorously denounces discrimination and violence based on sexual 
orientation, and we call upon all members of our society, and especially members 
of the body of Christ, to honor their baptismal vow to respect the full humanity 
and dignity of every human being (BCP 305). 


[4.6] If we have correctly discerned God's purpose in giving us the gift of human 
sexuality, and if there are those both within and outside of the Church who 
experience themselves as exclusively homosexual in their sexual orientation, 
difficult questions inevitably arise as to what patterns of sexual intimacy are most 
congruent with the holiness of God's self-giving life. In particular, many are asking, 
with attendant pastoral concern, whether some forms of homosexual activity might 
be open to God's blessing in ways the Church has not previously recognized. Does 
the Church remain persuaded that all expressions of homosexual intimacy are 
sinful, or are there conditions under which we might be able to recognize that 
intimacy as a soutce of God's blessing, just as is true in some, though not all, 
expressions of heterosexual intimacy? 


[4.9] These questions are controversial in part because they challenge the Church's 
traditional understanding of human sexuality which can be summarized as follows: 
Holy Scripture nowhere condones homosexual practice; in fact, a few passages of 
Hebrew Scripture and of letters of Paul explicitly proscribe homosexual acts; 
marriage is defined as the joining together of a man and a woman; marriage is the 
only appropriate setting for genital sexual intimacy; the norm for singleness, as for 
marriage, is chastity; but in the case of singleness that norm means abstinence. 


5. Disagreement and Division 

[5.0] The Episcopal Church, and the larger Anglican Communion, belongs to the 
tradition of the one, holy, catholic, and apostolic Church, and we are thereby 
bound by the decisions of the first Four Ecumenical Councils. These decided the 
Trinitarian identity of the one God, Father, Son and Holy Spirit, Creator of heaven 
and earth; and the full humanity and full divinity of Christ. These two great 
doctrines anchor the Church in orthodoxy. As Anglicans we further believe 
Christian unity is grounded in the principles of the Chicago-Lambeth Quadrilateral 
(BCP 876-878). It is our conviction that only those issues that undermine these 
foundational doctrines and commitments should constitute grounds for separation 
within the Church. 

[5.1] We are aware, of course, that many other matters over the long course of 
Church history have in fact divided the Body of Christ. In many cases institutional 
atrogance, corruption, or timidity have underlain Church fracture. Other instances 
of Church division have been highly principled, including some over doctrinal 
issues that were never universally or even generally agreed upon at any council or 
public synod. Often such divisions are framed as a necessary pursuit of holiness. 
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[5.2] Nevertheless, authentic fidelity to Christ cannot posit the Church's unity and 
holiness over against one another, for they are integrally related marks of Christ's 
Body and only flourish as they are held together. It is a serious question whether 
the unity and catholicity of Christ's Body can ever rightly be held over against its 
holiness or apostolicity and vice versa. In othér words, the holiness of the Church 
cannot be received from God and exercised apart from the continual conversion to 
Christ that the unity of the Church calls forth from us all. Apart from an abiding 
commitment to remain with one another in Christ, the desired holiness of one 
position or another may tend to fall into exclusivity and _self-righteousness. 
Conversely, apart from a faithful desire to seek the holiness and moral goodness of 
Christ's Body, an intention to uphold the unity of the Church may lapse into 
unrooted toleration. 


[5.3] We believe that disunity over issues of human sexuality in general, and 
homosexuality in particular, needs to be taken seriously by all members of the 
Church. And diverse opinion needs to be respected. But we do not believe these 
should be Church-dividing issues. 

[5.4] There are those among us who believe that Scripture and/or the order of 
nature render all homosexual behavior intrinsically sinful, and therefore the 
normalization of any homosexual intimacy in liturgical and sacramental practice 
would so radically depart from the Church's historic teaching and practice that it 
would cut to the very integrity of the biblical historic Faith. Even though 
homosexuality has never been the subject of an ecumenical council or the cause of 
Church division, normalizing any homosexual behavior, and thus, arguably, 
changing the Church's understanding and teaching regarding marriage and sexual 
propriety, would be considered by some due cause for delegitimizing such a 
Church. 


[5.5] There are others among us who believe that statements of Jesus and 
admonitions of Paul which call all within Christian community to lives of mutual 
upbuilding and fidelity open the door to reevaluating at least committed 
homosexual relationships. For some, the refusal to normalize those homosexual 
relationships that are intended to be "life-long committed 
relationships...characterized by fidelity, monogamy, mutual affection and respect, 
careful, honest communication and the holy love which enables those in such 
relationships to see in each other the image of God" (Resolution D039, from the 
73td General Convention) is the perpetuation of discrimination, prejudice, and 
injustice. 

[5.6] Many Christians believe homosexual relationships as described in 5.5 to be 
holy and to indicate God's blessing on their unions. The Church's unwillingness to 
bless such unions or to accept individuals in such unions as appropriate candidates 
for ordination is seen as an oppressive betrayal of Christ's love and the denial of the 
unfolding of the Holy Spirit. 

[5.7] The challenge we now face is how to maintain the unity of the Church in the 
face of such intense disagreement. Despite the common Faith that makes us one, 
we confess that on the issues surrounding human sexuality just now, we are of 
different minds. The depth and complexity of human sexuality are reflected in the 
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multiple understandings and interpretations held by thoughtful people. There are at 
least three major perspectives: (1) Homosexuality is constitutional, i.e. an 
unchangeable given. Some believe this form of sexuality is a gift of God and 
therefore good in and of itself. As a gift of God, homosexuality is to be accepted 
and affirmed by those of this sexuality and those who support them. Others argue 
that even if a given, homosexual behavior is nonetheless an offense against nature 
and may be contrary to the will of God. (2) Homosexuality is a psychological reality 
that might be changed through therapy. (3) Homosexuality is a social construct of 
gender identification and therefore malleable. 


[5.8] Regardless of the origin of homosexuality, there are at least two contrary 
positions regarding homosexual intimacy: (1) Homosexual genital expression is 
always sinful and is not acceptable within the Christian ethic. (2) Some homosexual 
genital expression is legitimate and Christians should lend pastoral support for such 
relationships. Neither the complexities nor the issues end here. 

[5.9] Some understand the conflict sparked around homosexuality to be a matter of 
justice calling for redress of grievances and violence suffered by homosexual 
persons at the hands of both Church and society. Others see it as a pastoral issue, 
calling for compassion. Some believe that the intent of long-term faithful 
relationships among homosexual persons should be adequate grounds for 
normalizing them. For others intent does not address the issue. In a world in which 
all things have been corrupted by sin, neither our affections nor our intentions 
alone can be dispositive. Some see questions about homosexuality linked to 
questions about heterosexuality, while others object vigorously to making such 
connections. Some believe there is in homosexuality an inherent disposition to 
promiscuity, which undermines any argument that such unions should be blessed. 
Others are offended at this suggestion, and point to the high rate of heterosexual 
promiscuity in reply. Still others feel the Church is paralyzed by debates about this 
issue which distract us from pressing needs for attention to mission. Others would 
say this is an integral part of our mission. 

[5.10] To overcome the painful disagreement present among us over these matters 
some believe compromise is necessary to preserve the unity and peace of the 
Church, while others believe that compromise with the truth as they understand it 
is not possible. 


6. Questions about Same-Sex Blessings 

[6.0] The question before the Church is whether some homosexual relationships 
are, like some heterosexual relationships, open to the blessing of God through the 
Church, or are they always inherently sinful? And for those who believe that at least 
certain homosexual practices are sinful, the question must be raised, "how sinful"? 
[6.1] We have insisted there are no doctrinal grounds for inhospitality to 
homosexual persons as members of the Church. What then are the grounds for 
refusing to bless the relationships of homosexual couples who are prepared to 
commit themselves to the same standards and vows as do heterosexual couples? 
[6.2] The Episcopal Church is committed "to support" those whose relationships 
of sexual intimacy are other than those of marriage. As noted above, it calls all such 
persons, whether heterosexual or homosexual, to standards of life-long 
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commitment, "characterized by fidelity, monogamy, mutual affection and respect, 
careful, honest communication" and the kind of "holy love which enables those in 
such relationships to see in each other the image of God" (Resolution D039, from 
the 73rd General Convention). The question remains, does extending this support 
include pronouncing the Church's blessing on-such relationships? 

[6.5] Liturgy provides cohesion for the Anglican Communion, and it is through our 
liturgies that we define what we most deeply believe as Christians. Because at this 
time we are nowhere near consensus in the Church regarding the blessing of 
homosexual relationships, we cannot recommend authorizing the development of 
new rites for such blessings. 

[6.6] For these reasons, we urge the greatest caution as the Church continues to 
seek the mind of Christ in these matters. This will require a diligent and perhaps 
painful willingness on the part of the Church to engage in focused conversation 
among all of us, and openness to the guidance and movement of the Holy Spitit. 
We urge the Church to cherish all members of the Body of Christ without fail, and 
to seek always for the fullness and diversity of that unity we are called to in Christ 
(Rom. 12:4-8). 


[6.7] We call upon the Church to develop and provide pastoral support and 
spiritual guidance and specifically to provide prayers as we wrestle and discern the 
will of God with regard to human sexuality and its various expressions. 


7. Questions about Ordination 

[7.0] There is a subset of questions that needs further exploration. Chief among 
them is whether unmarried, non-celibate persons, heterosexual or homosexual, 
should be ordained. In our polity, ordination is at the discretion of the bishop as 
overseer in the community of faith with the advice and consent of the Standing 
Committee. Sexual discipline and holiness of life must be a very serious 
consideration for bishops, Standing Committees, and Commissions on Ministry as 
they discern what constitutes a "wholesome example to all people" (BCP 544), 

[7.1] We affirm the responsibility of Dioceses to discern and raise up fit persons for 
the ministry of word and sacrament to build up the body of Christ in that place. We 
call on bishops and Standing Committees to be respectful of the ways in which 
decisions made in one Diocese have ramifications on others. We remind all that 
ordination is for the whole Church. 


8. Living in Disagreement 

[8.0] Our present conclusion is that equally sincere Christians, equally committed to 
an orthodox understanding of the Faith we share, equally looking to Scripture for 
guidance on this issue, are deeply divided regarding questions with respect to 
homosexuality. It will be crucial for all parties in this debate to ask God's blessing 
on their ever-deepening conversion in Christ, and to pray for God's love and 
forgiveness to be granted to all. Faithfulness and the courage to offer love and 
acceptance to those with whom we disagree is the great need of the moment. 

[8.1] For these reasons, we believe it is imperative that the Episcopal Church 
refrain from any attempt to "settle" the matter legislatively. For a season at least, we 
must acknowledge and live with the great pain and discomfort of our 
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disagreements. The act of trusting those with whom we disagree intensely bears 
witness to the reconciling power of God, which is always beyond our imagining. 
Sensitive restraint and mutual forbearance is needed rather than a vote that might 
"win" the argument for some and leave others seemingly rejected. "Let everyone be 
quick to listen, slow to speak, slow to anger; for your anger does not produce God's 
righteousness" (James 1:19—20). 


[8.2] At the Lambeth Conference in 1998, the bishops of the Anglican Communion 
addressed questions of human sexuality. Although overshadowed by a controversial 
Resolution on Homosexuality, the report, Haman Sexuality, was well crafted, and we 
believe it remains relevant to the present discussion. We share the principal 
conclusions of the report: 


Clearly some expressions of sexuality are inherently contrary to the Christian 
way and are sinful. Such unacceptable expressions of sexuality include 
promiscuity, prostitution, incest, pornography, pedophilia, predatory sexual 
behavior, and sadomasochism (all of which may be heterosexual and 
homosexual), adultery, violence against women and in families, rape and 
female circumcision. From a Christian perspective these forms of sexual 
expression remain sinful in any context. We are particularly concerned about 
the pressures on young people to engage in sexual activity at an early age, and 
we urge our churches to teach the virtue of abstinence. 
All human relationships need the transforming power of Christ which is 
available to all, and particularly when we fall short of biblical norms. We must 
confess that we are not of one mind about homosexuality. Our variety of 
understanding encompasses: 
i) Those who believe homosexual orientation is a disorder, but that 
through the grace of Christ people can be changed, although not without 
pain and struggle. 
ii) Those who believe that relationships between people of the same 
gender should not include genital expression, that this is the clear 
teaching of the Bible and of the Church universal, and that such activity 
(if unrepented of) is a barrier to the Kingdom of God. 
iii) Those who believe that committed homosexual relationships fall 
short of the biblical norm, but are to be preferred to relationships that 
are anonymous and transient. 
iv) Those who believe that the Church should accept and support or 
bless monogamous covenant relationships between homosexual people 
and that they may be ordained. 
We have prayed, studied and discussed these issues, and we are unable to 
reach a common mind on the scriptural, theological, historical, and 
scientific questions that are raised. There is much that we do not 
understand. 
(Called to Full Humanity, Section 1 Report, pages, 16, 17) 
[8.3] We encourage the continuing examination of God's gift of human sexuality. 
We urge Church leaders everywhere, both within our own household of faith and 
in other denominations, to join us in seeking the mind of Christ and the wisdom of 
God. But the responsibility for doing so is not reserved to theologians and 
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ecclesiastical leaders alone. All those who bear the name of Christ share such 
responsibility. We believe that by patience, prayer, and continuing study, with 

forbearance and charity for all, God will guide the Church through this season of 
conflict to a place of reconciliation and peace for all. Let us support each other in 
love and prayer. 


Guide us, O God, in our continuing consideration of human. sexuality to be 
responsive to and respectful of all persons, their ideas and experience. Convert 
and empower us to listen penitently and, with humility, to speak honestly with 
one another. Set our disagreements within the mutual knowledge and love which 
we experience in you as Holy Trinity. Whenever we experience fear, anger, or 
mistrust with one another, gives us new hope and consolation in your 
never-failing love for your children. In all things, let us submit our ideas to your 
thoughts, our desires to your will, and our actions to your purpose. In our 
diversity as members of the Body of Christ, help us find our way, through Jesus 
Christ, Our Redeemer.

Dear Bishops and Deputies, 

We are pleased to present The Budget for the Episcopal Church for the 2004-2006 Triennium, adopted by 
General Convention on August 7, 2003. In addition to the printed version, the budget will be published on our web site 
where any subsequent revisions, made by Executive Council during the triennium, as well as comparisons to actual 
results, will be published periodically. The enclosed package includes the commentary of the Joint Standing Committee 
on Program, Budget and Finance (PB&F), the enabling resolution and the budget priorities as adopted by General 
Convention. 

In an unprecedented action, the General Convention endorsed mission budget priorities, in rank order, and 
further directed PB&F to use the priorities in forming the Budget for the Episcopal Church for 2004-2006. General 
Convention further stated that "We embrace diversity, promote inclusion and powersharing which underlie and inform 
all priorities, decisions and all that we do." The adopted budget reflects our priorities. 

After the budget was adopted by General Convention, deputies from 81 dioceses signed a covenant pledging 
themselves to encourage their dioceses to support our common mission by giving a minimum of 21% or by 
intentionally working toward the 21% level. One deputation pledged at 25%. 

We are the people of God filled with vision for ministry, As has been the situation in the past, the identified needs 
for ministry funding exceeded the amount of funds available. The Budget for the Episcopal Church incorporates many 
ministry initiatives agreed to by General Convention. In addition to diocesan commitments, the budget is premised 
upon the additional draw down of as much as $2.3 million (5.50% vs. 5.00% spending rate) from our endowment to 
support these new and expanded initiatives. 

The budget is prepared and approved well in advance of the period to which it applies. With the passage of time, 
changes occur which affect not only our investment income, but also the ability of dioceses to provide the necessary 
amounts to support the budget. In addition, our mission strategies and tactics become more well defined as we move 
closer to the time of their implementation. As has been done in the past to accommodate these changes, each year 
during the triennium an annual budget, based upon the budget approved at General Convention, is reviewed and 
approved by Executive Council. Each such budget will be available on our web site and printed copies will be made 
available upon request. At all times, your comments are welcomed and encouraged. 

General Convention identified important ministry we have to do together. We pray that each diocese will continue 


to meet, exceed or make significant efforts to strive toward meeting their full asking.

Final Text of Resolution: 
Resolved, That the 74th General Convention adopt the Budget for the Episcopal 
Church for the next triennium be adopted as set forth below: 


1.0 The Budget for the Episcopal Church for the period January 1, 2004 
through December 31, 2006, which shall be a unified budget including 
Canonical, Corporate, and Program (mission) portions, is adopted at a 
total of $146,395,000.00. 


1.1 The Canonical portion, providing for the contingent expenses of 
the General Convention, the stipend of the Presiding Bishop and 
the expenses of that office, the expenses of the President of the 
House of Deputies, and Church Pension Fund assessments is 
adopted at a total of $ 28,115,000.00 as follows: 

For the year 2004 $ 8,474,000.00 
For the year 2005 $ 8,618,000.00 
For the year 2006 $ 11,023,000.00 

1,2 The Corporate portion, providing for the requirements for the 
administrative support of the Domestic & Foreign Missionary 
Society offices, is adopted at a total of $ 25,567,000.00 as follows: 

For the year 2004 $ 8,225,000.00 
For the year 2005 $ 8,577,000.00 
For the year 2006 $ 8,765,000.00 

ic3 The Program (mission) portion, providing for support for the 
mission and ministry (restricted and unrestricted) of the Church, is 
adopted at a total of $92,713,000.00 as follows: 

For the year 2004 $ 30,510,000.00 
For the year 2005 $ 30,821,000.00 
For the year 2006 $ 31,382,000.00 


2.0 The funding policy for the period January 1, 2004 through December 31, 
2006 is adopted, based on a single Asking (apportioned share) of the 
dioceses. After a $100,000 exemption from total income, a single asking 
shall be applied at a flat rate of 21% of the balance of income to the 
diocese, reported in the diocesan financial statements for the yeat two 
yeats prior to the year to which the pledge is applied [e.g.: 2004 Askings 
(apportioned share) are to be based on 2002 actual income figures]. 
"Income" includes 1) all congregational giving to the diocese, 2) all 
unrestricted investment and endowment income to the diocese, 3) 
restricted investment and endowment income to the diocese which covers 
costs in the operating budget, and 4) other earnings from investments or 
enterprises. It is intended that income shall include revenues that fund 
normal operating and program expenses of the dioceses. It is not intended 
to include pass-through income that is used for expenses for programming 
that are simply administered by the dioceses, or that would not be 
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SSS SSS 
otherwise funded by contributions from parishes or out of investment 
income. 


2A We rejoice with dioceses that have moved toward, and those that 
give at and above, the 21% Asking. Such giving creates a strong 
financial basis for vital mission and witness of the Episcopal 
Church. We encourage all our dioceses to adopt the 21% Asking; 
then we could allocate an additional 4.7 million dollars each year 
toward fulfilling the mission priorities which we have embraced in 
this 74"" General Convention. 

2.2 For the budgetary period income from diocesan commitments, 
totaling $90,487,000.00 is anticipated as follows: 

For the year 2004 $ 29,473,000.00 
For the year 2005 $ 30,062,000.00 
For the year 2006 $ 30,952,000.00 

2.3 For the budgetary period 2004-2006, payment by the dioceses of 
the Askings shall be made in twelve equal monthly payments. 

2.4 All additional income, other than from the Askings of the dioceses, 
totaling $55,908,000.00, is projected as follows: 

For the year 2004 $ 18,554,000.00 
For the year 2005 $ 18,382,000.00 
For the year 2006 $ 18,972,000.00 

2.5 A General Ordination fee is hereby authorized, which fees shall be 
added to the funding from dioceses and applied to the expenses of 
examination as appropriated in the budget. A candidate for Holy 
Orders eligible for examination and so certified by the diocesan 
bishop shall not be disqualified for examination because the fee 
has not been paid. 

2.6 General Convention registration and exhibitors fees are hereby 
authorized, which fees shall be added to the funding from dioceses 
and applied to the expenses of the 2006 General Convention, and 
for no other purpose. 
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In the exercise of their respective authorities, the Executive Council of the 
General Convention and the Joint Standing Committee on Program, 
Budget and Finance shall be subject to the following policies:

Each year, the Executive Council, with the advice of the Joint 
Standing Committee on Program, Budget and Finance, shall 
adjust the budget to the assured income of the Executive Council 
so as to carry out the Budget for the Episcopal Church for that year 
on a balanced budget basis.

Introduction 


The Mission Statement and Budget Proposal from the Presiding Bishop and the Executive 
Council to the 74° General Convention of the Episcopal Church reaches deputies’ and 
bishops' hands in the spring of convention year. It is the starting place for in-depth 
deliberations before and during Convention. 


As required by Canon, PB&F studied and discussed every aspect of the budget. Funding 
ptiorities were initially established by the Presiding Bishop and Executive Council. They 
were reviewed and modified by PB&F, and a final version was adopted by Convention. 
Open hearings on the spending and funding portions of the Budget were held on July 31° 
and August 1°. 


Priorities 

General Convention adopted the following priorities to guide the work of PB&F and to 
inform the entire Church of where we will engage mission in the next triennium. The 
resolution reads: 

We offer these mission priorities as an expression of our commitment to Jesus Christ. 


We are committed to the importance of our ministry of reconciliation and communion at 
every level of our communion. 


We embrace diversity and seek to promote inclusion and power sharing which underlie and 
inform all priorities, decisions, and all that we do. In faithfulness to these commitments, we 
continue to honor our covenants and partnerships with overseas dioceses. We affirm the 
work of the Executive Council in identifying the following priorities for the mission of the 
Church for the next triennium. 


1. YOUNG ADULTS AND YOUTH: Reaching out to young adults and youth 
through intentional inclusion and full incorporation in the thinking, work, worship 
and structure of the Church. 

2. RECONCILIATION AND EVANGELISM: Reconciling and engaging those who 
do not know Christ by participating in God's mission of reconciling all things to 
Christ and proclaiming the Gospel to those who are not yet members of the Church. 

3. CONGREGATIONAL TRANSFORMATION: Revitalizing and transforming 
congregations through commitment to leadership development, spiritual growth, 
dynamic and inclusive worship, greater diversity, and mission. 

4. JUSTICE AND PEACE: Promoting justice and peace for all of God's creation and 
reaching out to the dispossessed, imprisoned and otherwise voiceless needy. 

5. PARTNERSHIPS: Reaffirming the importance of our partnerships with provinces 
of the Anglican Communion and beyond and our relationships with ecumenical and 
interfaith partners.

The actual 
amount of revenue the Church anticipates for mission for the next three years is 
$146,395,000. This budget represents the Church's best response to all the ministry requests 
with the dollars available for work.

Before setting an annual Payout Rate to support the DFMS Budget, a reduction must be 
made for the projected decline in purchasing power of the funds due to estimated inflation 
and for investment management expenses (see Figure 5). 

The long-term investment objective of DFMS is to obtain an average annual total return, 
consisting of capital appreciation plus dividends and interest, of at least 8.5% overt a rolling 5 
year period. This allows a payout to the DFMS Budget of 5.5% after an allowance for 
inflation and investment fees averaging 3% annually.

Applying the 5.5% payout rate to the rolling 5 year portfolio average of $286,652,000 (see 
Figure 6) for the 5 year period 1998-2002 produces a projected payout of $15,765,000. 
However, 42% of these funds are held in custody for a third party or are unavailable to 
support the DFMS Budget, reducing the payout from the investment portfolio to $9,167,000 
for 2004. 


Calculating the 5 year rolling average for the last two years of the next triennium will require 
dropping the years 1998 and 1999, which were two of our "good" investment return years, as 
they will no longer be within the calculation period for the purposes of the Budget. 
Consequently, the estimated investment portfolio payout will be reduced to $8,673,000 and 
$8,311,000 in 2005 and 2006 respectively.

The Canonical portion provides for the expenses of the General Convention including 
Committees, Commissions, Agencies and Boards (CCAB'S), the stipend of the Presiding 
Bishop and the expenses of that office, the expenses of the President of the House of 
Deputies, and Church Pension Fund assessments. The Corporate portion provides for the 
administrative support of the Domestic & Foreign Missionary Society offices. The Program 
portion provides for support for the mission and ministry (restricted and unrestricted) of the 
Church. A significant segment (16.94%) of this portion is Communication. Another segment 
is Mission Block Grant Partnerships (32.78%), and Refugees/Episcopal Migration Ministries 
(16.77%). 

While it is through the Program portion of the Budget that we carry out the mission and 
ministry adopted by General Conventions, it is through the Canonical and Corporate 
portions that such efforts obtain the administrative support so necessary for their day-to-day 
success. For example, this applies to the work of the Office of Ministry Development and 
the Standing Commission on Ministry Development, both of which are in the Canonical 
portion of the Budget. As the 20/20 movement and vision moves beyond the first step of 
"laying the foundation," even more of the mission and ministry of the Canonical and 
Corporate portions will be focused on step two, "gathering momentum."

That amount represents 44% of 
the Adopted Budget (excluding Episcopal Migration Ministries). The primary principles 
underlying the priorities are diversity, inclusion and power sharing.

the 21" century. Our work is not complete with the adoption of the Budget; our work has 
just begun. 
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SUMMARY OF CHANGES AND ACTIONS TAKEN 


The following is a summary of actions taken in the Corporate & Canonical and Program 
sections of the Budget. During the last several days of Convention each section of PB&F 
developed its part of the Budget based upon the funding priorities. The results of this 
detailed review ate measurable changes in allocations. These changes are the means to build 
capacity to meet our priorities. Such bold moves are not without sacrifice. Many traditional 
efforts, particularly in the Corporate and Canonical areas, will now be challenged to work 
with fewer financial resources.

The funding policy for the period January 1, 2004 through December 31, 2006 is based on a 
single Asking of the Dioceses (apportioned share). After a $100,000 exemption from total 
income, a single asking shall be applied at a flat rate of 21% of the balance of income to the 
Diocese, as reported in the Diocesan Financial Statements for the year two years prior to the 
yeat to which the pledge is applied. For example, the 2004 Asking would be based on actual 
2002 income. "Income" includes 1) all congregational giving to the Diocese, 2) all 
unrestricted investment and endowment income to the Diocese, 3) restricted investment and 
endowment income to the Diocese which covers costs in the operating budget, and 4) other 
earnings from investments or enterprises. It is intended that income shall include revenues 
that fund normal and programming expense of the dioceses. It is not intended to include 
pass-through income that is used for expenses for programming that is simply administered 
by the Dioceses or that would not be otherwise funded by contributions from parishes or 
out of investment income.

Episcopal Migration Ministries (the refugee program) is primarily supported by federal 
government contracts principally from the Reception and Placement Program funded by the 
State Department and the Department of Health and Human Services Matching Grant 
Program. It is estimated that DFMS and affiliated organizations will resettle 2200 refugees 
per year through the Reception and Placement Program, and 1000 refugees per year will 
qualify for participation in the Matching Grant Program. After withholding amounts 
necessaty to cover administrative costs, these funds are passed to dioceses to fund local 
programs. 

Episcopal Parish Services and 

Episcopal Book and Resource Center Revenues 

Episcopal Parish Services (EPS) is a mail-order operation that sells and distributes printed 
and other materials produced by DFMS and others. The fulfillment and order processing 
operation is currently outsourced to Morehouse Publishing in Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. 


The Episcopal Book and Resource Center (EBRC) specializes in books on congregational 
development, Christian education, theology, spirituality, pastoral care, and related subjects. It 
stocks a full spectrum of Bibles, the Book of Common Prayer, and Hymnals. The ministry of 
the bookstore is to serve the whole church (and beyond), by providing quality resources, 
knowledgeable service, and information to individuals, study groups, parishes/diocesan 
libraries, bookstores, and resource centers. Mailing, special ordering services, and an 
extensive online catalog, as well as a range of gifts are also offered.

General Convention 

The General Convention is the governing body of the Episcopal Church in the USA. The 
Convention includes the House of Deputies, which has 800-plus members (up to four clergy 
and four lay persons from every diocese), and the House of Bishops, which consists of 





nearly 300 active and retired bishops. 

The Convention meets every three years for a ten-day legislative session, and its powers are 
established by the first article of the Church's Constitution. The Houses meet and act 
separately, and both must concur in order to adopt legislation. Although bishops and 
deputies pay their own travel and lodging expenses, the planning, administrative, security and 
facilities costs are borne by this budget.

Chief among these is the Executive Council, which includes a total of forty elected 
representatives who serve for staggered six-year terms: two persons elected from each of the 
Church's nine provinces, twenty people elected at-large by the General Convention, and the 
Presiding Bishop and the President of the House of Deputies. The Executive Council meets 
three times per year to carry out the program and policies adopted by the General 
Convention. The Executive Council has chatge of the coordination, development, and 
implementation of the ministry and mission of the Church. 

The other Committees, Commissions, Agencies and Boards were started at various times 
during the history of the Church to perform particular tasks. They are responsible for 
studying issues and making recommendations to the Convention. They report to each 
General Convention in writing, summarizing their work during the triennium and proposing 
legislation for Convention consideration. These reports ate distributed in the B/ve Book to all 
Bishops and Deputies for study before General Convention convenes.

Office of the Suffragan Bishop for Chaplaincies (OSBC) : 

This Office has expanded and tailored its focus. The original offering of Armed Services, 
Healthcare and Prisons now includes that of "emergency respondet" chaplains’, e.g, police, 
fire, EMT, FBI, ATF, and Homeland Security. The necessity of this was apparent when 
chaplains from a variety of fields began to network in the support of the September a? 
recovery. Under the statement, "a new challenge requires ONE team," chaplains from the federal 
ranks, for which this office has traditionally provided direct support, were joined by those of 
diocesan origins receiving indirect support. This relationship—with members of local 
clericuses—is not new since priests and deacons from state and local health and prison 
facilities have received such attention for some time. The key activity and clearer focus now 
is support of the bishop in local mission and as it might relate to a regional and national 
need. The core mission—though now to a variety of chaplaincies—temains recruitment, 
formation, and support. This Office continues support of programs vital to chaplains such as 
restorative justice, prison ministry and universal access to healthcare. There ate 1200 clergy 
related to this episcopacy.

Office of Pastoral Development (OPD) 

The Office of Pastoral Development of the House of Bishops provides direct support to the 
Presiding Bishop and the House of Bishops in the areas of episcopal formation and 
development, pastoral care of bishops, their families and diocesan systems, and mediation in 
Title IV (disciplinary) matters. Episcopal formation and development involves providing 
direct support for all episcopal elections, training and mentoring for all bishops, vocational 
assessment, retirement transitions, and deployment of bishops. Pastoral care means making 
residential care facility referrals for bishops and priests, planned interventions, and mediation 
within diocesan systems. Mediation within the Title IV disciplinary canons means providing 
a response from the Presiding Bishop's Office to complaints and formal charges against or 
concerning bishops. The intent of the response is to address satisfactorily the cause(s) of the 
complaint or charge in such a way that proceedings for a possible presentment and 
ecclesiastical trial do not have to occur. 

This triennium (2004-2006), this office has also been given the new responsibility of 
providing full time administrative support to the College for Bishops as well as supervision 
for the administration of the work of Episcopal Visitors to Religious Orders and 
Communities.

Office for Ministry Development (OMD)

Church Deployment Office (CDO)

positions. Both personnel and position databases are now available online to CDO's various 
usets. CDO conducts computer searches on behalf of dioceses and parishes to identify 
candidates matching the ministry needs of open positions, and assists diocesan officials in 
conducting their own searches. CDO networks with and trains diocesan personnel and other 
users to facilitate their use of online and other services.

Its primary 
assignment is the annual General Ordination Examination, administered to seminary seniors 
and others pursuing Holy Orders, who are nominated by the bishops of the dioceses. The 
Board collaborates as needed with other General Convention groups devoted to the 
development and support of ordained ministry.

Peace and Justice Ministries (PJM) 

The mandate of Peace and Justice Ministries is generated by the many social and 
programmatic policies established by General Convention and Executive Council. PJM 
works to equip Episcopalians to carry out their Baptismal Covenant to “strive for justice and 
peace among all people and respect the dignity of every human being” and to be faithful 
stewatds of all God's creation. PJM includes the Office of Government Relations in 
Washington, D.C. and international Peace Ministries, domestic Social Justice, Jubilee 
Ministries, and environmental consultant's offices located at the Episcopal Church Center in 
New York. Some of the work is listed below but is only a partial description of the myriad 
projects undertaken during a triennium:

The ministry of 
EBRC is to serve the whole church (and beyond), by providing quality resources, 
knowledgeable service, and information to individuals, study groups, parishes/diocesan 
libraries, bookstores, and resource centers. Mailing, special ordering services, and an 
extensive online catalog, as well as a range of gifts are also offered.

Five dioceses exceeded the 21% asking for 2003 and as a Church we are especially 
grateful to the Dioceses of Newark, Washington, Central Gulf Coast, Connecticut, 
and Los Angeles for their leadership. 


Several dioceses moved up to the 21% asking over the 2001-2003 triennium and as a 
Church we congratulate the Dioceses of Chicago, Northern Indiana, San Joaquin, 
Southwest Florida, and Wyoming. 


The potential income from the 38 dioceses that were unable to meet the 21% asking 
could have resulted in an additional $4,500,000 being made available to the budget 
for 2003; if that 21% level of giving were attained over the 2004-2006 triennium, the 
resulting $13,700,000 would provide enough revenue to fund nearly all the requests to 
the DFMS for the triennium. 


The above listing includes only pledges from domestic Dioceses. From time to time 
the DFMS receives payments from overseas Dioceses. For instance, in 2002 
payments totaling $33,075 were received from the Dioceses of Taiwan, Haiti, 
Dominican Republic, Mexico and Honduras, and from the Convocation of American 
Churches in Europe. For 2003 DFMS received a pledge of $20,000 from the Bishop in 
charge of the Convocation of American Churches in Europe, this amount represents 
20 % of the Convocation's annual income.
